Dignified  and  elevated  stations  in 
society  have  been  ever  deemed  to 
be,  not  only  legitimate,  but  praise- wor¬ 
thy  objects  of  ambition.  Such  stations 
at  once  .•«erve  us  cT  slimiiltis  to  laudable 
eimilalion,  persevering  activity  of  mind 
nnd  body,  and  the  practice  of  honour¬ 
able  and  upright  conduct ;  at  the  same 
lime,  they  supply  a  reward  to  those  who 
have  in  any  remarkable  degreepraclised 
these  virtues. 

We  know  of  no  situation  of  dignity 
so  well  calculated  to  stimulate,  or  fi> 
reward,  talent,  industry,  and  upright 
conduct,  in  this  free  and  great  commer- 
ri.it  Country,  as  the  important  and  ele¬ 
vated  one  of  Chief  M.igisirale  ol  its 
Molropolis.  To  hi.s  care  and  vigilance 
are  committed  the  preservation  of  it*s 
ancient  immunities,  rights,  and  privi* 
leges ;  nnd  to  the  unwearied  application 
of  his  lime,  and  of  the  liest  faculties  of 
his  mind,  the  impartial  administration 
of  justice.  To  him,  also,  is  eiilnisled 
the  preservation  of  the  peace  of  the  Me¬ 
tropolis,  and  of  the  uignity,  and  an¬ 
cient,  and  splendid  hospitality  of  this 
of.ice. 

With  these  feelings,  as  to  the  great 
importance  of  the  olficc  of  Chiet  .Ma¬ 
gistrate  of  the  City  of  London,  we  pro¬ 
ceed,  with  pleasure,  to  give  a  sliort 
Narrative  of  (he  Life  of  the  lndividu.il, 
who  has  now  the  honour  to  occupy  (hut 
high  vtaliou :  — 

The  Subj  ect  of  the  present  Memoir 
was  born  in  Warwickshire,  and  is  de¬ 
scended  from  an  ancient  family  in  Gioii- 
cestershire,  to  which  tiieicurned  Judge 
Atkins  was  ncnrlv  allied.  Ilis  father 
and  grandfather  having  only  a  small  pa- 
triiuouiai  tuitune,  he  received  a  private 


education,  and  very  early  in  life  em¬ 
barked  in  the  Navy.  Whilst  serving  in 
the  North. t'eas,  in  the  year  1778,  he 
wa»i  cast  away,  with  some  of  his  brother- 
oflicers,  in  an  open  boat ;  from  the 
efl’ects  of  which  disaster  his  recovery 
was  very  slow,  and  for  a  long  time 
doubtful.  This  induced  a  determmatiou 
to  quit  the  Navy,  and  turn  his  mind  to 
commercial  pursuits;  in  which,  from 
his  talents,  and  habits  of  indefatigable 
personal  industry,  he  is  generally  ad- 
milted  to  have  been  eminently  success¬ 
ful.  When  in  the  Navy,  he  •erv**d  un¬ 
der,  nnd  with.  Sir  Samuel  (laic  Lord) 
Hood,  and  was  with  that  gallant  oflicer 
(wluMi  the  Bartleiir,  of  90  guns,  bore  his 
tlag)  ill  the  action  with  the  Count  de 
Grasse;  and  Lord  Hood's  perkoual 
friendship  and  esteem  were  in  variably 
manifested  towards  him  to  the  hour  of 
that  gallant  officer’s  death. 

He  married,  early  in  life.  Miss  Ad:im*, 
the  daughter  of  a  Hampshire  Geiilte- 
man,  of  small  indepetidenl  fortune,  hy 
whom  he  had  ten  children.  Shedsin^f 
III  the  year  180>,  he  married,  in  l.*s04, 
his  present  Lady,  the  only  d::ii^,hter  of 
the  Hcv.  Dr.  Kurnahy,  of  Hragrove 
Hall,  in  Leicestershire,  Arclule.icoii  of 
Leicester,  nnd  S'icar  of  liie  Parish  of 
(ireeiiwich  for  lufarly  forty  year* — :.i  Di¬ 
vine,  in  v\tu>m  were  coiiS|t!citou<t  all 
those  qiiaiities  which  add  wergiil  ai  d 
dignily  to  the  clerical  rharacler — true 
Chi  istian  charily ,  and  hiimiiity,  and  the 
most  active  benevolence.  Ivy  (losLady 
he  has  had  eight  children. 

Ill  the  year  180*2,  he  w  ns  elected  and 
served  diiiing  the  remaiooer  ot  thal 
P.ii iiament,  a*  repie^enntive  tor  ihe 
iiurough  ol  Aiunucl,  in  8u»ieA  ;  Uur- 
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1114  which  period  he  made  an  e?ideQt 
iiiipresaiun  upon  tne  Hou^e  of  Commune, 
of  the  cxtenniveneti  of  his  kDowled;;e  of 
the  trade  a:id  commerce  of  the  Country. 

His  commercial  establishment  is  in 
Walbrook,  of  which  ward  he  was  elected 
Alderman  in  the  year  1808. 

In  the  ) ear  1809,  he  served  the  office 
of  Sh«rill'<tf  London  and  Middlesex,  in 
conjunction  with  Mr.  Alderman  Wood. 
Whilst  in  that  arduous  and  responsible 
situation,  an  address  was  voted  by  the 
Common  Hall  of  the  City  of  London  to 
Sir  Francis  Burdett,  then  a  prisoner  in 
the  Tower  of  London »  and  here  it  may 
he  remarked,  that  his  colleague  thought 
tit  to  pay  adoration  to  Sir  Francis,  by 
going  in  his  slate-carriage  to  the  Tower 
to  deliver  to  him  this  address,  whilst 
the  subject  of  this  Memoir  Hrmly  re¬ 
sisted  paying  to  any  individual,  and 
more  pariicularly  to  one  so  situated,  a 
mark  of  respect  which,  in  his  official 
•  situation,  he  felt  was  solely  due  to  his 
Sovereign.  He  as  uniformly  resisted 
on  all  occasions,  by  firm  opposition, 
every  violent  proceeding  in  the  City; 
and  although  clamoured  against  by  an 
unthinking  few,  still  with  unshaken 
fortitude  he  has  continued  to  dedicate 
his  best  exertions  to  uphold  and  support 
true  order  and  good  government.  His 
principles  of  loyally  and  true  patriotism 
were  fully  manifested  during  the  above 
period  of  tumult;  for  he  evinced  a 
steady,  uniform,  and  persevering  line 
of  opposition  to  violence  in  ail  its 
stages;  and  whilst  he  frequently  stood 
up  alone  in  tlic  Common  Hall  of  the 
City  against  inflammatory  harangues, 
tending  only  to  cimie  and  misleau  the 
lower  orders  of  the  people,  he  was  at 
the  same  lime  most  earefully  attentive 
to  waleh  over  and  preserve  their  true 
and  real  interests.  Such  was  the  opi- 
i.ion  of  the  citizens  of  London  in  the 
vear  lbh2  of  this  gentleman,  that  he 
was  elected,  by  a  considerable  majority, 
to  represent  the  City  in  rarliament, 
allbotigh  most  strenuously  opposed  by 
Mr.  Alderman  Wood  and  Mr.  Waitb* 


protected,  than  by  this  gentleman,  whfQ  ■ 
he  was  their  representative  in  Parii).  |B 
ment;  but  such,  neverthelcs*,,  is  the  3 
effect,  at  certain  periods,  of  political  ^ 
feeling,  that  with  all  these  qualities,  g 
tions,  he  was,  at  the  Inst  election,  when  « 
opposed  by  Mr.  Wood  and  Mr.  Waith*  3 
man,  left  in  a  minorit)  ;  and  on  the  5th  9 
day  of  the  election,  from  a  respect  to  ^ 
the  wishes  of  the  Livery,  he  ho  wed  and 
retired  from  Ide  contest.  The  same  • 
violent  feeling  was  attempted  to  be 
pursued  when  it  became  his  turn,  by 
rotation,  to  fill  the  civic  chair;  hut 
possessing  too  much  firmness  and  energy 
of  mind  to  yield  to  any  party  faction, 
he  resisted  this  encroachment  upon  his 
rights;  and  although  the  city  bad  10 
changed  their  political  feelings  with 
respect  to  him,  even  those  who  luoit 
opposed  him  on  that  head,  felt  that  bit 
conduct  as  an  .iclivc  and  upright  magii*  ||J 
trate,  entitled  him  to  their  respect;  S 
and  many  of  his  former  political  oppo* 
nenls  actually  came  forward  on  tbii 
occasion  and  gave  him  their  sup*  ^ 
port.  This  we  cannot  forbear  noticing,  ,  “ 
as  being,  in  our  opinion,  creditable  ^ 
to  the  Magistrate;  and,  wc  think,  { 
equally  so  to  those  political  characters  ^ 
tp  whom  be  has  been  uniformly  op- 
used. 

It  w.ns  well  observed  by  the  present 
learned  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Court 
of  Exchequer,  in  his  address  prepara¬ 
tory  to  the  swearing  in  the  present 
Lord  Mayor  to  his  oflicc,  at  Westiuiiisler 
Hall,  on  the  9lh  of  November  last,  that 
a  man’s  character  was  alway  s  best  known 
and  appreciated  by  those  with  whom  he 
was  most  nearly  associated,  and  that  he 
could  not  better  convey  the  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  himself  and  of  his  brethren 
upon  the  bench  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  duties  of  this  high  office 
would  he  fulfilled  by  the  person  he  was 
then  addressing,  than  by  reading  a  part 
of  the  Vole  of  a  Ci>urt  of  Assistants  of 
one  of  the  most  ancient,  loyal,  and 
respectable  Corporations  in  the  City  of 
London,  the  Merchant  luiiort  CoiD- 


man. 

Of  his  practical  knowledge  ns  a  mer- 
chant  of  London,  as  well  .as  ol  his  great 
intelligence  in  all  commercial  nffiiirs, 
and  of  his  constant  attendance  upon  his 
rarliamenlnry  duties,  the  enlightened 
citizens  of  London  have  but  one  opi¬ 
nion;  for  it  is  universally  admitted, 
that  the  commercial  interests  of  ibis 
gieaf  ciiy  were  never  better  represented, 
or  more  assiduously  watched  over,  or 


pany ;  and  the  Lord  Chief  Baron  lliea 
proceeded  to  read  as  follows: —

“  rhant  Tailors’  Company,  it  was  una- 
“  niwnutlj/  resolved,  that  the  Master 
**  and  Wardens  he  requested  to  wait

lii>  rieclion  to  tiu;  dignified  and  i*n- 
“  portaiit  oflicc  of  Lord  .Mayor  of  the 
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“  City  of  London,  ^hich  situation  from 
**  hif  acknowled<;eJ  talents,  his  {>unc- 
**  tuality  of  personal  attendance  upon 
“  all  matters  of  hnsiness,  his  extensive 
and  accurate  kiH>wledge  of,  and  great 
•*  atlenlioM  to  the  mercantile  interests 
of  the  City  and  Port  of  London;  his 
respect  for  the  chartered  rights  and 
“  privileges  of  his  fellow  citizens,  and 
**  his  humanity  to  the  poor  and  the  dis- 
“  tressed,  this  Court  feel  assured  the 
**  worthy  Alderman  will  fill  in  a  man> 
**  ner  that  will  reflect  cH)ual  honour 
•*  upon  himself,  up<ui  the  great  City 
“  over  which  he  is  about  to  preside, 
**  and  iipoH  that  fraternity  which  has 
now  the  happiness  to  make  him  this 
“  address  of  congratulation.” 

Although  as^et  young  in  his  office, 
the  Lord  Mayor  has  already  gone  a  long 
way  to  justify  the  opinion  thus  forcibly 
expressed  of  him,  by  his  brethren  of  the 
Merchant  Tailors*  Company ;  for  it  is  the 
universal  remark,  that  he  attends  with 
the  roost  rigorous  punctuality  to  nil  the 
various  duties  of  his  office;  that  he  is 
most  impartial  in  his  conduct,  and  that 
in  all  the  examinations  which  have 
taken  place  before  him,  he  is  so  far  the 
friend  of  the  unprotected  prisoner,  that, 
he  never  allows  a  committal  to  take 
place  without  it  is  authorised  by  the 
clearest  and  roost  unequivocal  testi¬ 
mony  of  guilt;  and  it  is  a  very  peculiar 
faculty  of  his  discriminating  mind,  that 
he  is  able  to  repel  all  that  is  irrelevant, 
and  to  bear  at  once  upon  those  points 
which  can  alone  lead  to  a  right  and  satis* 
factory  result ;  by  which  means  much 
valuable  time  is  saved  to  himself  and 
the  public. 

If  we  might  hazard  an  opinion,  it 
would  be,  that  the  City  of  London 
will  deeply  feel  the  loss  of  this  Gen¬ 
tleman's  services,  whenever  its  inte¬ 
rests  as  to  trade  or  commerce  shall 
become  the  subject  of  discussion  in 
Parliament;  for  the  present  Lord  Mayor 
always  evinced,  as  its  Representative, 
not  only  an  alacrity,  but  the  ability  to 
protect  the  trade  and  commerce  of  Lon¬ 
don  from  the  least  undue  encroach¬ 
ment.

EXPLANATION  OP  THE  BASSO  RELIEVO 

OVER  THE  GRAND  PEDIMENT  OP  THE 

MANSION-HOUSE. 

THE  principal  6gure  represents  the 
genius  of  the  City  of  London  in  the 
dress  of  the  goddess  (h^bete^  clothed 
with  the  imperial  robe,  alluding 
her  being  the  Capital  of  this  Kingdom^ 
with  *a  crown  of  turrets  on  her  head, 
in  her  right  hand  bolding  a  praetorian 
wand,  and  leaning  with  her  left  on 
the  City  Arms :  she  is  placed  between 
two  pillars,  or  columns,  to  express  the 
stability  of  her  condition;  and  on  her 
right  side  stands  a  naked  boy,  with  the 
Fasern  and  Axe  in  one  arm,  and  the 
Secord  with  the  Cap  of  Liberty  upon 
it  in  his  other  hand,  to  shew  that 
authority  and  justice  are  the  Irtie  lup- 
porte  of  Liberty.  At  her  feet  is  Fac- 
tion,  as  it  were,  in  agony,  with  snakes 
twining  round  his  head,  intimating, 
that  the  exact  government  of  this  City 
not  only  preserves  itself,  but  retorts 
just  punishment  on  such  as  envy  her 
happy  condition.  In  the  group  farther 
to  the  right,  the  chief  figure  represents 
an  ancient  lliver  God,  his  head  crowned 
with  Flags  and  Rushes,  his  beard  long, 
a  Rudder  in  his  right  hand,  and  his  left 
arm  leaning  on  an  Urn,  which  pours 
forth  a  copious  stream  ;  the  Swan  at 
his  feet  shews  this  to  be  the  Thames ; 
the  Mt/p  behind  him,  and  the  Anchor 
and  below  him,  express  the  mighty 
tribute  of  riches  paid  by  the  commerce 
of  the  River  to  this  City,  to  which  it 
belongs.  On  the  left  hand  appears  the 
figure  of  a  beautiful  fFoman  in  an 
humbie  posture,  presenting  an  ornameLt 
of  pearls  with  one  hand,  and  pouring 
out  a  mixed  variety  of  riches  from 
a  Cornucopia,  or  Horn  of  Plenty,  with 
the  other,  signifying  that  Abundaner 
which  flows  from  the  Union  of  Domestic 
Industry  and  Foreign  Prade,  Behind 
her  we  see  a  Stork,  to  signify  that  Piety, 
Brotherly  Love,  and  Mutual  Affection^ 
produce  and  secure  that  Stock  of  IV eatth, 
of  various  kinds,  which  appears  near 
them  iu  BaUs^  Bags,  and  Hogsheads.

WIIF.N  thii  oiKcer  was  a 

man,  and  al  Ihe  sie^e  of  a  for¬ 
tified  (own,  he  had  no  less  than  twelve 
challenges  sent  him,  all  of  which  he 
put  into  his  pocket.  Being  soon  after

unto  himself  a  peculiar  people,  zealous 
of  good  works.’'  '/i7.  ii.

ST.  MARtt’s  EVF,  IN  YORKSHIRR. 

4  MONO  the  anliqnitieii  of  Craven  is 
a  castle  Haul  to  have  been  built  by 
Robert  cle  Homevile,  in  the  days  of  the 
Norman  Conqueror,  and  very  pic- 
turesqucly  situated  on  an  ascent,  from 
whence  it  overlooks  tbe  little  town 
it  once  protected.  Tbe  inhabitants  of 
this  town  have  not  yet  forj^otteii  their 
former  sexton.  Old  Ozias,  a  man  whose 
anatomy  might  have  been  so  correctly 
traced  thremgh  its  scanty  covering,  that 
he  seemed  created  to  instruct  the  phy¬ 
sicians  whose  work  he  hoished.  A  lean 
blind  dog,  a  coarse  coal  of  dark  stone 
grey,  as  if  intended  to  resemble  the  an¬ 
cient  building  to  which  he  belonged, 
and  a  strong  stall’,  were  this  man's  usual 
accompaniments;  but  he  thought  the 
fir^t  unneces'sary  when  he  celchraled 
the  vigil  of  St.  Mark's  eve.  At  the 
eleventh  hour  of  that  mysterious  vigil, 
Ozias  ascended  the  long  winding  walk  of 
a  church-yard  paved  with  monumental 
stones,  and  took  his  seat  alone  in  the 
porch,  having  qualified  himself  by  a 
long  fast,  or  abstinence  from  solids  at 
least,  to  claim  the  revelations  allotted 
to  St.  Mark’s  eve,  during  which  all  who 
are  destined  to  die  before  tbe  next 
anniversary  are  seen  entering  the 
church  in  a  shadowy  and  silent  pro¬ 
cession.  Those  to  whom  only  a  dan¬ 
gerous  sickness  is  fated,  are  supposed 
to  advance  no  farther  than  the  gale. 
Such  proces*iions  could  not  fail  to  be 
very  interesting  to  the  parish-sexton, 
who  never  neglected  this  vigil,  and  was 
known  to  have  predicted  the  deaths  of 
several  hypochondriac  gentlemen  and 
aged  l.idles  with  surprising  exactness, 
though  some  suspected  liis  prophecies 
hastened,  and  probably  caused,  their 
own  contirmation.  Therefore  Ozias  sat 
in  the  church-porch  with  more  hope 
than  fear  ;  but  neither  the  fumes  of  his 
last  cup,  nor  his  anxious  fancy,  created 
any  spectres  ;  and  he  look<*d  down  the 
long  street  which  ascends  to  the  church 
without  seeing  a  single  door  open  to 
send  f<»rth  a  visitor.  '1  he  clock  had 
begun  to  strike  twelve,  and  the  sexton 
was  rising  with  a  sigh  of  despair,  when 
three  male  figures  in  dark  cloaks,  and 
one  in  female  attire,  a|»peared  at  the 
gate  of  the  castle  which  (tanked  the 
church,  and  stowlv  descended  towards 
the  walk  of  the  dead.  Nolwilhslanding 
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Ozias’s  familiarity  with  St.  Mark’s  spec¬ 
tres,  and  the  benefit  they  promised  him, 
he  could  not  see  this  distinct  and  solemn 
procession  without  trembling :  and  when 
the  church-yard  gate  opened,  be  shrunk 
into  the  darkest  corner  of  the  |iorch. 
Kul  the  persons  whom  these  shadows 
represented  were  not  destined  to  die 
within  twelve  mouths,  fur  they  paused 
there,  and  returned  to  the  castle  in  the 
same  slow  and  silent  manner,  'fhe  last 
stroke  ot  tlie  cl(»ck  had  sounded,  and 
Ozias,  knowing  the  proplietic  hour  was 
past,  left  bis  seat  in  the  porch,  and 
crept  home  with  more  terror  and  sur¬ 
prise  than  he  dared  confess.  The  in¬ 
habitants  of  tbe  castle  were  at  that 
period  only  the  steward  and  bis  wile, 
two  daughteis,  as  many  maid-servauls, 
and  one  man.  How,  thtni,  could  a  pro¬ 
cession  of  three  males  and  one  female 
be  supposed  to  represent  this  family  ?  — 
Ozias  canvassed  this  question  in  bis 
own  mind  ;  and  not  willing  to  bise  the 
possible  benefit  of  a  prediction,  he  whis¬ 
pered  t<»  his  wife,  that  he  had  seen  cer- 
Ibin  apparitions  boding  ill  to  the  noble 
owner  of  the  castle,  'flie  whisper  circu¬ 
lated  ns  usual,  for  the  sexton's  lady  bad 
a  head  too  f  ull  of  chinks  to  bold  any 
thing,  and  her  prophetic  bints  on  such 
occasions  were  marvellously  useful  to 
her  husband.  The  Stewardess  of  I)e 
Homevile's  castle  bad  unfortunately 
a  stupendous  petticoat  of  homespun 
cloth  to  quilt  about  this  time,  and  col¬ 
lected,  according  to  ancient  custom, 
all  the  good  wives  of  the  town  to  assist 
in  the  work,  and  enjoy  some  exquisite 
hyson  in  cups  rather  larger  than  a 
modern  tea-spoon.  While  the  house¬ 
hold  damsels  (ulivened  their  supper 
by  ducking  for  apples*  and  hunting 
the  ring  in  a  bowl  of  plum  posset, 
the  terrible  tale  of  St.  Mark's  e'e  was 
relat<*d  at  the  upper  table.  Walter 
Lambert,  the  seneschal  or  steward  of 
the  domain,  heard  it  will)  a  shrewd 
smile  of  contempt,  but,  unlike  other 
hearers,  he  considered  that  a  mere  in¬ 
vention  of  old  Ozias  would  have  bad 
more  likelihood  and  ««hew  of  truth. 
Taking  its  improbahilily  as  a  proof 
of  some  real  tael  ccmcealed  beneath 
it,  and  having  perhaps  a  few  seciel 
reasons,  he  resol veti  to  watch  the  castle- 
gate  himself  that  night.  His  family

caslle,  well  deserving  (he  iiioltu  “Desor* 
inais/'  inscribed  over  its  gate,  was  still 
remarkable  for  the  extent  and  strength 
of  its  walls,  which  enclosed  a  square 
court  open  to  the  moon  beams.  As  if 
to  avoid  (hem,  he  perceived  a  female 
walking  on  the  north  side  of  this  court ; 
but  when  or  how  she  entered,  his  eyes 
could  not  inform  him.  Presently  three 
other  figures,  such  us  Ozias  had  de* 
scribed,  followed  her  slowly  one  by 
one  till  they  disappeared.  Walter  was 
a  brave  and  sagacious  man,  but  he 
lived  in  the  middle  of  the  eiglitecnth 
century.  He  was  aft'ected  by  the  dim¬ 
ness  and  solitude  of  the  hour,  hy  tlie 
soundless  and  solemn  tread  of  these 
tigures,  and  especially  by  the  resem¬ 
blance  of  the  female  one  to  a  person 
long  since  dead.  Yet  he  remembered 
that  earthly  forms  might  have  found 
a  passage  through  the  north  side  of 
the  court  to  a  terrace  which  bordered 
it.  lie  made  haste  through  that  pas-, 
sage,  and  saw  these  strange  spectres 
gliding  down  a  descent  almost  beyond 
human  tread,  among  elms  that  have 
grown  for  ages  on  the  shelves  of  the 
steep,  towards  the  river  (hat  washes 
their  roots,  Lambert  grew  dizzy  us  he 
looked  into  the  tremendous  chasm,  and 
asked  himself  if  he  only  dreamed.  The 
crash  of  one  of  these  old  elms'  branches, 
convinced  him  that  more  than  shadows 
were  endeavouring  to  descend  ;  and  a 
sudden  thought  taught  him  another 
mode  of  acting.  The  narrow  river 
vihich  found  its  way,  almost  invisibly, 
under  the  steep  terrace,  h.id  a  com¬ 
munication  with  a  canal  lately  dug; 
and  any  boat  which  attempted  to  pass 
might  be  stopped  at  the  first  lock. 
Walter  ran  with  the  speed  ofan  alarmed 
father  by  another  road  to  (he  banks  of 
the  canal,  considering  himself  certain 
(hat  (he  groupe  he  had  seen,  if  they 
were  fugitives,  would  be  compelled  to 
pass  (hat  way.  He  waited  at  the  lirst 
lock  till  his  impatience  grew  to  agony  : 
he  walked  on  the  narrow  pathway, 
among  rocks  and  weeds,  (ill  he  reached 
the  hollow  under  I  he  caslle- terrace 
where  he  had  seen  them  descending. 
Not  a  trace  of  boat  or  passengers  could 
be  found.  Not  a  branch  had  been  bro¬ 
ken  from  the  magnilicent  elms  (bat 
almost  overtop  the  castle,  nor  was  there 
(be  print  of  a  single  footstep  on  the 


declivity  or  the  moist  bank.  The  dei4 
leaves  lay  thick  and  undisturbed,  and 
some  lilies  which  grew  at  the  waler’i 
edge  hung  in  clusters  too  full  and  ex 
tensive  to  have  permitted  swimmeri 
or  a  boat.  He  returned  to  the  casti^ 
court  in  extreme  agitation.  He  placed 
a  ladder  against  the  window  of  hit 
daughters*  bed-chamher,  where  a  watch- 
light  always  burned;  and  looking 
perceived  both  his  children  asleej 
their  respective  beds.  This  spectacle 
completed  his  confusion,  though  it 
calmed  his  worst  fears,  and  he  went 
to  his  own  room  almost  converted  to 
superstition. 

Those  win)  have  resided  in  the  North 
know  that  sales  of  cattle  wei'e  managed 
there  about  the  year  1752  in  a  mode 
very  dilferent  fr(»:n  the  present.  At 
that  period  deputies  were  chosen  bj 
the  farmers  of  certain  townships  or 
districts,  and  these  deputies  chose  from 
among  themselves  a  commissioner  of 
sullicient  skill  and  probity,  to  purchase 
in  the  Highlands,  or  elsewhere,  the  re 
quired  number  of  cuttle.  When  it  was 
collected,  and  divided  into  proportion 
able  lots,  the  deputies  assembled  on  the 
place  where  their  cattle  stood,  and  each 
gave  a  piece  of  copper  coin  to  one 
of  the  drovers,  who  tossed  them  in  his 
bonnet,  and  threw  each  piece  tuwnriis  a 
lot  of  cattle.  The  farmers  abided  bj 
this  chance,  and  received  the  lot  to 
which  their  deputy's  piece  of  money 
had  been  thrown.  Waller  Lambert,  ; 
having  been  selected  to  attend  this  ani¬ 
mal  lottery  as  a  representative  of  the  i 
wealthiest  salesmen  in  his  district,  was 
compelled  to  leave  home  a  few  hours 
after  his  midnight  adventure;  and  as 
the  allotment  of  so  many  hundreds 
necessarily  look  place  on  a  very  exten¬ 
sive  moor,  his  imaginution  shaped  some 
fearful  presentiments  of  personal  dan¬ 
ger.  But  he  forbore  to  alarm  his  good 
dame's  superstition,  and  contented  hiiu- 
selt  with  strictly  charging  her  to  lock 
the  caslle  gales  with  her  own  hands,  f. 
and  deposit  the  kevs  under  her  pillow. 

No  commands  coiJd  be  received  with  ^ 
more  intention  to  obey  ;  but  as  the 
nights  were  cold,  and  the  conrt-}nrd 
gloomy,  Dame  Lambert  entrusted  the 
oOice  to  her  deputy  in  many  important 
malters,  a  faithful  servant  who  bad 
held  her  (rust  forty  years;  not  in  the 
fashion  of  a  modem  domestic,  but  like 
an  ancient  Yorkshire  handmaiden, 
making  oatmeal  pottage  at  live  o'clock 
iu  the  morning,  knitting  hose  for  all 
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thr  family,  and  npinnin^  fine  wool  or 
thread  lor  future  rowim,  by  her  jjood 
iniilrc!*!*’!*  side,  on  the  kitchen  ton^- 
or  wooden  settee,  without  any 
relaxation,  except  a  quarterly  dance 
nt  a  feast  in  sil\ er*l)nckled  shoes  and 
an  everlastinj;  chintz,  ora  lover's  visit 
on  the  morning  nppro|)riate(l  to  the 
three  joint  labours  of  washing,  bakin<]^, 
and  hrewinj;.  'Plwrefore  it  is  not  sur- 
prisinj?  that  Susan  l*ate  was  the  reposi- 
tor?  of  villa>;e  superstitions,  and  the 
oracle  of  the  yruin^  castle-damsels  in 
all  matters  of  legend  and  tradition. 
Nor  did  she  olVect  much  displeasure 
when  her  master’s  eldest  dauj^hler  whis- 
pered  in  her  ear,  “  Nurse  Susan,  my 
father  will  relnni  to-morrow  nij^ht,  and 
]  have  not  yet  found  an  ash  leaf  with 
two  points,  or  pulled  an  ivy-leaf  with 
the  ditty  you  tau|iht  me.*  If  you  will 
wear  my  ni;;hl-dtess  and  sleep  in  my 
place  t<»-nij;ht,  my  little  sister  will  not 
miss  me  while  I  j^o  in  search  of  them." 
Nobody  understood  the  importance  of 
these  ceremonies  better  than  ancient 
^usan,  or  had  assisted  «ifle:»er  in  com¬ 
pounding;  the  mysterious  cake  on  St. 
A;;ncs’s  eve,  lhouj;h  with  very  little 
success  for  herself.  Proud  of  any  share 
ill  matters  which  (latter  tlie  human 
heart’s  self-love  so  j;racefully,  hy  coa- 
neclinj;  its  wishes  willi  tlie  powers  of 
unseen  spirits,  Susan  olieyed  her  foster- 
child’s  injunctions  of secresy,  and  crept 
unsuspected  into  the  chamlier  appro¬ 
priated  to  I'dilh  and  Marj^aret  Larn- 
lierl.

It  failed;  and  atl(‘r  con¬ 
triving  to  delude  the  spies  that  watched 
her,  hy  aiVected  seclusion,  she  came 
hither  alone,  on  foot  and  at  midnight, 
to  confess  the  whole  to  me,  and  he- 
seech  my  jirotcdion  for  you  both.  I 
have  sent  trusty  messengers  to  search 
the  vault,  and  they  have  found,  as 
she  assorted,  a  (lead  robber  in  one  of  mv 
aa(*eslor's  cotiins;  and  anollu'r  tilled 
With  the  plate  and  jewels  which  were 
slolcn  from  me  some  v  ears  ago.

3.1\TU  AOUDIN'AUV  events  so 
slrou'^lv  possess  the  mimi,  that 
they  usurp  in  it  a  prepotent  dominion. 
.Alter  the  appearance  of  the  j;hosts,  of 
wliirli  1  was  the  sole  witness,  my  heart 
remained  agitated,  and  my  mind  con¬ 
templative  m  the  ah.'^tract  meditation 
ot  past  aj^es.  'I'he  present  scene  of 
things  appeared  a  dream,  and  the  ordi¬ 
nary  conversation  and  company  of  those 
around  me  seemed  tedious  and  mean, 
compared  with  what  1  had  recently 
seen  and  heard,  the  impression  of  which 
was  still  vivid  on  my  senses.

'Fhy 
real  suiistance  is  not  that  frail  hodv 
which  is  the  |)r(‘y  of  death,  hut  that 
faculty  hy  which  thou  feelesl,  reason- 
est,  art  rendered  sad  and  cheerful,  and 
aspirest  to  a  hajipiiiess  exalted  and 
elernal.” 

He  ceascil,  and  I  submissively  re¬

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Icncc  of  the  dead,  in  rcprehnision  of 
the  acti  by  which  I  satisfied  niy 
revenge?  1  knew  him  only  an  a  hov, 
and  (he  boldiicHS  with  which  he  in<»ulU 
iiiy  glory  grieve*  me,  who,  living,  wan 
called  (he  second  founder  of  Koine  ” 
Csrsar,  with  haughty  slep,  came  for* 
ward,  and  presenting  himself  to  .Marius, 
said,  “  Here  I  am,  and  thoii  arl  heard.” 
Marius,  with  stern  look,  eyed  him  ;  and 
seeming  with  diflicnlty  to  restrain  his 
angiy  voice,  said; — “  country  like 

this,  gtiilty  of  blood,  ran  alone  with 
blood  lie  e.vpiated.  S> lla  entered  it  as 
into  a  city  vanquished;  and  i,  basely 
abandoned  by  ye,  was  constrained  to 
lly.  .My  son-in-law,  Geranins,  wasmv 
sole  companion,  with  whom  1  nviched 
Ostia,  where,  svith  a  favourable  wind, 

I  embarked.  Hut  the  elenn*nts,  emu¬ 
lating  my  nnstahle  fortune,  suddenly 
changed  their  (raiujuil  state  to  storm. 
'I’he  ine.\<»rahle  wimis  drove  the  vessel 
on  the  shores  of  It.ily,  as  desirous  of 
consigning  me  a  prey  to  Syllanian  mnr- 
derer<,  who,  as  hounds  chasing  the 
savage  beast,  ti’erran  lhi*m  in  pursuit 
of  me.  I,  renowned  for  deeds  of  diHi- 
culty  and  of  danger,  the  terror  ot  h.irh.i- 
rians,  the  defender  of  Italy,  in  a  country 
where  the  lame  of  my  achievements 
should  have  collected  admiring  mulli- 
liides  in  my  defence,  was  reiliiced  to 
lly  as  a  persecuted  criminal,  and  seek 
my  safety  in  a  crazy  skiff.  Rut  cruel 
fortune  compellcil  tin'  pilots  to  ap- 
prtiach  the  shore  of  (  irceus.  'fhere  I 
remained  the  wretched  butt  of  adverse 
destiny.  The  angry  sea  stnmx'd  me 
with  Its  roar — the  land  was  tre.icherons 
— and  the  heavens  frowned.  I.aiigni»h- 
iiig  with  hunger,  slaggering  ou  the 
desarl  sand,  I  now  feared,  and  now  d<‘- 
sired,  to  encounter  man,  wliom  to  see 
was  danger— not  to  sec,  inevitable  des- 
tniction.  'rhns  slow ly  pacing  the  un¬ 
friendly  shore,  I  at  length  was  met  hy 
some  returning  ploughmen,  whose  ge¬ 
nerous  pity,  allhongti  they  knew  me, 
induced  them  to  warn  me  of  my  pur 
sueis,  who  in  luinihers,  seeking  my 
life,  o’erran  the  coast.  And  ahliongli 
the  blood  which  remained  in  niy  veins, 
after  having  shed  tlie  greater  part  lor 
the  glory  of  Rome,  was  hy  her  ollered, 
with  a  high  premium,  to  any  who 
should  Like  it,  I  e.xpei ieiiceil  at  the 
hands  of  these  men,  who  hy  iny  death 
inigtii  ha\e  converted  their  pooreondi- 
tioti  to  a  state  of  cheerful  competency, 
the  most  humane  forbearance,  express¬ 
ing  I  heir  sorrow  that  they  had  uol  lltc 
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power  to  afford  refreshment  to  my  Ian- 
gnid  body.  Warned  of  my  danger,  I 
penetrated  into  the  thickest  part  of 
a  forest  which  o'erspread  the  shore,  as 
one  driven  from  tiie  slate  of  civilized, 
to  savage  life.  The  shades  of  night 
came  on,  and  the  sky  was  hidden  from 
my  sight,  excepting  what  appeared 
through  the  narrow  mslerstiees  of  ilm 
leaves.  .My  eyes,  inilamed  with  aiigrr, 
allliongh  heavy  with  watching,  would 
not  close  in  sleep,  'flie  stormy  wind 
shook  the  forest,  and  in  impi'hions 
hnrneanes  tore  lip  thelofty  trees,  w  hich, 
threatening  destriietioii,  fell  around 
me.

I  allhon<;h  now  Ii.i;X;;mh1  and  altered  hy 
the  storms  of  adverse  lorlune.  was 
moved  !>>  my  unmerited  late,  and  con¬ 
cealed  im?  in  a  pit,  covering;  me  with 
weeds  and  rustles.  'I'lius  sheltered 
re. mined  M.irius!  from  whosi!  pre¬ 
sence  the  proudest  nations,  ti (‘inlilin;]^, 
fled,  lint  ti>  what  de;;iaiiiii;r  situations 
cannot  adverse  fortune  reduce  the 
preilesl  of  mankind!  In  the  mean¬ 
while,  tnv  iiMrelenliM^  pursuers,  indefa- 
ti;;ahle  in  their  se.irch,  armed,  and  1 
heard  lliem  in  discourse  with  my  coin- 
pissjonale  host,  whom  lliey  reprt»ached 
aad  threatened,  to  induce  him  to  reve.il 
to  them  the  place  where  he  li  iil  coneealed 
3  the  enemy  oj  tiie  lloMi;}:i/».  Oil  how  was 
iny  iiiind  irritated  and  mv  heart  wriin^, 
l)y  the  insiiilin;^  ami  iin^raltdiil  ian- 
«,:na::e  ol  tliesi;  mi-r reanl which,  Im- 
rieit  in  that  vile  lu»!e,  I  heard;  the 
desire  of  life  lor  t!ic  chance  of  ven- 
•;eance,  prevented  mv  death  hy  the  ex¬ 
cess  of  my  indi;:nation.  The  bet  ter,  as  I 
thonplil,  to  elude  my  pursuers,  1  re¬ 
moved  to  an  adjoinin;;  pool,  where, 
naked,  I  immersed  myself,  leaviiij; 
only  my  head  above  the  water,  covered 
by  the  weeds  and  rushes  that  abounded 
there.  Bui  the  attempt  was  vain;  I 
was  soon  discovered,  and  like  a  beast 
of  prey  led  in  triumph  by  (lie  luinters, 
was  dra^^ed  naki-d  to  Minturno,  and 
there  delivered  to  the  !*ra*tor.

to  become  my  execiiliom*r.  At  Icnptli, 
a  (ainhnan  sl.ive,  the  Idood  of  whose 
Kindred  1  bad  shed,  desirous  of  ven¬ 
geance,  presenlevl  himself  to  the  task. 
He  cnlereil  mv  narrow  cell,  in  Hu? 
;:!.iom  of  which,  I  perceiveil  the  plis- 
teiiin;;  of  Ills  naked  sword;  and  al- 
liiou^li  tinariiied,  and  Ivin^  on  tiu? 
ground  ill  cb.iins,  with  lli.il  voice  once 
lormidalde  in  the  field,  I  exclaimed, 

*  Base  wrelcli,  ilaresl  thou  to  oppose  thy¬ 
self  to  I'ains  M arius  ?’  The  sound  of 
my  voice  .struck  terror  to  his  soul,  and 
thiowln;^  down  tIu!  sword,  he,  trem¬ 
blin';  and  monmiriii;;,  lied  —  then  re- 
tuniiii;;  to  his  iiilamoiis  employers,  lie, 
with  b.irb.iroiiH  superstition,  related, 
that  on  mileiinj;  my  cell,  my  eyes 
shone  in  the  dark  like  sparks  of  fire, 
and  in  my  voice  was  something  super- 
natural;  and  by  this  alisiird  ri'presen- 
talioii  liial  pity  was  awakened,  which 
seemed  in  every  bre.isl  extinguished, 
by  a  state  of  abject  servility.  'Ibis 
talc  of  wonder,  related  by  an  idiot 
slave,  availed  in  my  favor  more  than 
all  my  liinmplis,  and  so  astonished  tin?

ill  «t*  ireh  nf  in**.  Tliere  ii  a  eh  inn  in 
iiatiir.il  aiVrelion.  bv  uliich  t^ven  (he 
nava^je  brail  i«*  loolln'd  ;  slill  ;;rr.ilrr  ii 
ill  iiower  in  ihe  exlrrMnliri  of  ail- 
vrnily.  Onr  inerlinj;  wan  bryoiid  all 
iiojie  or  ex|)rrtati(>n.  and  our  joy  iin* 
tiiriiir:  bill,  alai.  it  wan  hut  a  inoinrii- 
tary  liaiii|iort  — a  sensation  of  pleasure 
to  be  looii  einbiMcred  by  (he  intilual 
roniidrration  of  our  real  wrrtehrdiien. 
He  beheld  a  falhrr  uhoie  life  had  (ill 
then  been  homir.ihle  and  illintrious.  a 
wanderer,  a  l»r;;gar. deprived  ofeountry, 
without  shelter  livin;;.  and  if  dead  wilh* 
out  aloinh!  —  tnvdealh.  indeed,  did  now 
iieem  iii<r|i;  and  I  had  with  me  one,  in 
return  lor  whoie  vain  i;rief  I  had  only  to 
be(|ueath  Ihe  lad  inheritance  ofinv  mil- 
forliinei.  and  (he  obdurate  hatred  of  eon- 
•cripl  t\r.in(i.  Wehotli  expected  every 
ntoinenl  (olall  intolhehaiuN  of  my  cruel 
perseciilori.  to  he  pnl  to  an  ii^nomi* 
iiioiM  death,  and  (o  he  mutual  upec-

be  a  le**s  expedient  part  of  such  inslrijc. 
lion,  were  they  taught  how  to  read  ihf 
.Common  Prayer,  wluch  they  arerleslitied 
to  deliver  as  Ihe  const. ml  exercise  of 
their  ministration.  What  induces  me 
to  make  this  observation,  is  the  verj 
inadequate  manner  and  powers  of  enun* 
cialioii  with  whirl)  nine  out  of  tea 
among  (he  ministers  of  the  estahli<.hej 
clturch  are  found  to  acquit  ihemseHei 
of  this  im|)ortaut  part  of  their  duty.’* 

A  suggestion  so  self  important  ai 
this,  from  a  man  who  had  found  ini 
way  into  the  Church  througl)a  hy*palh, 
excited  my  irrilalile  feelings,  and  I  met 
Ills  side  blow  reproach  by  the  tuliuwin; 
reply  :  — 

“  I  should  presume,  .^ir,  that  most,  If 
not  the  wlurle.  of  lliose y  onng  men,  who 
are  hroiiglil  up  for  Ihe  church,  arc 
capable  of  j’-'dging  very  correctly  of 
their  duly,  and  of  understanding  sn  fully 
boll)  Ihe  design  and  application  of  our 
excellent  liturgy,  as  not  to  require  pre¬ 
cise  rules  and  artificial  regulations  of 
voice  and  gesture  for  Ihe  accurate  and 
appropriate  delivery  of  that  admiraMe 
composition  ;  i  call  it  admiraiile,  be. 
r.iuse  in  my  coi\science  I  believe  it  to 
be  so  perfectly  formed  in  all  its  seieral 
combinations,  as  to  require  only  a  ju>t 
conception  of  its  purpose  and  a  ler* 
vent  desire  to  carry  Ibis  purpose  into 
complete  elVecl.  to  render  every  earm*t 
minister  of  our  church  suflicienllY 
lified  for  the  uiideriaking ;  and  1 
honestly  declare  to  you,  (hat  I  would 
much  rather  see  our  reverend  hrelbrca 
possessed  of  I  iiese  qiialitic.ilions  for  llili 
dep.irlment  of  their  sacred  calling,  lli.ia 
drilled  into  that  pedantic  precision  of 
ulleranre  which  must  necessarily  he  llie 
result  ofsucii  luilioi^,  if  these  essentiah 
he  wanted.  I  feel,  indeed,  that  the 
Apostle’s  resolve  suiigesls  quite  sufllri- 
enl  instrnrlioi)  for  a  correct  apjiliealion 
of  this  very  interesting  iliity.  *  I  will 
pray  with  (he  spirit  and  with  the  uiuicr- 
standing  also.'  and  where  these  are  not 
fonnd.  1  know  not  of  any  adventilioui 
talent  or  extrinsic  acqniremeni  (I'.atcan

venture  to  pronounce  il  altogether  in- 
a|)|ilicahle,  and  in  some  degree  unfair. 
Inapplicable,  because  I  would  infer,  that 
whiilever  puls  on  tlte  character  of 
iludied  recitation,  is  i|uile  out  of  place 
in  the  devotional  exercise  of  prayer;  it 
gives  an  air  of  parade  to  the  work, 
totally  incompatilde  w  ith  that  humility 
wliich  we  mitnrally  suppose  ought  to 
fill  llie  heart  of  the  minister  as  well  as 
tlial  of  every  one  of  llie  congregation, 
for  lie  is  engjiged  in  making  an  oti’ering 
not  only  lor  (heir  sins,  but  also  lor  bis 
own;  besides,  oraloriciil  supplication 
savours  more  of  himscit  than  ot  his 
subject,  and  good  reading  is  not  so  much 
to  he  de»ire.l  as  fervent  praying;  for  1 
t  ike  upon  me  to  insist  upon  il,  that  the 
prayers  of  onr  church  are  not  so  mucli 
to  be  read  as  to  he  prayed,  and  he 
who  does  not  feel  more  ol  the  prayers 
than  he  does  of  himself,  us  the  tea* 
dcr  of  them,  is  but  a  sorry  minis¬ 
ter,  be  be  the  finest  (»ralur  that  ever 
spoke  ill  desk  or  pulpit.  .And  as  to 
edort,  I  know  of  none  more  likely  to 
rcconmuMid  him  both  to  God  aiut  liis 
hock,  than  that  ot  bringing  the  vanity 
of  self-reference  into  subjection  to  the 
importance  of  the  duly  which  be  is 
engaged  in.  lie  who  labours  to  acquire 
the  popular  applause  of  men  as  being  a 
coinplele  reader,  ralliiT  than  to  obtain 
the  pardoning  favour  of  God  as  a  self- 
condeiniied  sinner,  is  not,  1  think,  likely 
to  gu  down  to  his  bouse  justihed  either 
in  bis  design  or  the  execution  of  it.

Fornio<aii  l*!iatmananz.ir)  hi*  origin  wat 
net er  diarovered.  lie  ii%ed  hy  sweep* 
ing  rhimiiiea,  and  whetting  knives; 
went  hy  the  name  of  “  Bereniciu*,” 
and  died  half  smothered  in  a  ho^,  and 
half  rhoaked  hy  excess  in  drinkin*'. 
He  is  said  to  have  heen  an  incompa* 
rahle  linguist,  and  to  have  xersitied 
with  that  deg^ree  of  ease,  that  he  would 
translate,  while  standing  on  one  leg, 
Dutch  Cazettci  into  elegant  Greek  or 
Latin  ver»e  !  a  task  which  seems  more 
than  Herculean.  He  could  repeat,  hy 
heart,  the  whole  works  of  most  of  the 
classic  authtirs,  in  both  tongues,  and 
would  specify  the  hook  and  the  page 
of  each  writer  whom  he  quoted.  A 
work  entitled,  “  (leorgarchonioma* 
chiu,'*  has  Iteeii  altrilmted  to  this  in¬ 
consistent  prodigy  of  learning. 

There  was  somelhing  remarkable  and 
touching  in  the  few  words  inscribed 
on  (he  lomh  stone  of  that  Junius  who 
spent  his  days  in  F.ngland,  under  the 
protection  of  the  literary  F.arl  of  Arun¬ 
del,  and  who  left  his  manuscript  to 
the  rniversity  of  Oxford. 

“  Sine  'jurrfla,  aut  injui  iOf  MitsiSf  tantumt 
tt  iibi  vacavit.'* 

La  Fontaine,  though  celebrated  for 
the  genuine  wit  of  his  tales,  was  in 
appearance  so  stupid,  (hat  a  lady  who 
protected  him  used  to  say, that,  “what¬ 
ever  reforms  she  might  make  in  her 
household,  she  would  never  part  with 
her  three  favourite  brutes— her  dog, 
her  cat,  and  her  poet.” 

Once  he  had  heen  launching  out 
against  the  absurdity  of  admitting 
aside-speeches  in  plays.  As  soon  as 
he  had  fini^lied  his  argument,  he  fell 
into  hit  usual  reverie;  and  Hoileaii, 
who  was  present,  convinced  the  com¬ 
pany,  that  a  speech  aiidv  might  he  pro¬ 
perly  allowed,  hy  abusing  and  ridi¬ 
culing  the  fabulist  during  a  quarter 
of  an  hour,  without  bit  attending  to  it, 
or  even  knowing  what  was  said. 

One  day.  La  Fontaine  (who  wat, 
from  mere  indolence,  utterly  unac¬ 
quainted  with  every  thing  religious) 
lighted  on  a  New  Testament,  lie  read 
it,  with  pleasure  and  surprise,  and  ran 
directly  to  an  ecclesiastical  friend,  to 
tell  him  hit  teutimeutt.  **  i'he  book,’* 
taid  he,  '*  it  au  excellent  book  ;  ujhiii 


my  life  and  soul  it  is  a  very  clever  I  1 
hook  !  But  it  tnust  he  wrong  as  to  1  \ 
the  eternity  of  hell-torments,  that  ne.  I  ^ 
ver  tun  he  so.  1  like  the  rest  of  it  verv  I 
well  tindeed  !”  He  became  from  thi  \ 

time  devout,  and  died  in  what  our  i 
neigithours  call  “  the  odor  of  sane.  ^ 
tity.”  His  descendants  are  said  to  haic  J 
been  exempted  from  all  taxes  whatever.  J 
A  very  singular  compliment  to  (he  me-  B 
ritof  our  fabulist.  “  His  name  and  bit  m 
works,’’  says  a  modern  writer,  “  have 
contributed  suflicienlly  to  his  country'i  II 
welfare.”  U 

D’Ablancourt,  to  whom  the  public  rj 
owes  many  elegant  translations,  hai 
heen  harassed  with  a  painful  disease.  ^ 
He  could  bear  the  torture  no  longer, 
and  determined  to  end  his  miseries  bj  j 
starving  himself.  His  friends  sur-  |  J 
rounded  him,  and  convinced  him  ufjj 
the  criminality  and  fi>lly  of  his  con*  ^ 
duct,  but  in  vain,  for  he  had  gone  ^ 
already  too  far,  in  point  of  fasling,  ^ 
to  recover.  It  was  he  who  was  used  \ 
to  say,  with  excellent  semse,  that  »  ' 
“  Princes  <mglit  lo  study  Cireck  and 
Latin  classics,  since  the  writers  ot  « 
Cireece  and  Home  would  tell  them 
what  their  preceptors  dared  not  to 
intimate.” 

The  ingenious  Ahhe  de  Prevost  fell 
by  a  fate  as  extraordinary  as  (hat  of  any  |; 
of  the  most  unfortunate  heroes  of  hu  j  j 
own  romances.  He  was  attacked,  while 
wandering  al(>ne  in  the  forest  of  Chan*  fj 
(illy,  hy  a  fit  of  the  apoplectic  kind,  f 
which  rendered  his  body,  to  appearance,  V 
dead.  Some  peasants  cairied  him  to  I 
the  next  village,  where  a  rural  court  15 
(>l  justice,  siiininoned  in  haste,  decreed  U 
that  he  ought  to  he  iustantly  opened,  ■ 
that  it  might  be  known  wliether  or  not  I 
he  died  fairly.  The  surgeon  of  the  I 
hamlet,  in  a  moment,  began  the  open-  I 
tion.  In  vain  did  the  reviving  Able  I 
shriek  aloud.  It  was  too  late.  He  I 
only  opened  his  eyes  to  sec  the  horrid  f 
apparatus  around  him,  and  then  closed  | 
tiiem  to  endless  night.  Those  who  have  \ 
wept  over  the  fate  of  Cleveland  and  Oei  i 
Gricnx,  who  have  been  entertained  by  j 
the  Fair  Greek,  or  been  improved  by  1 
the  life  of  Sethos,  will  feel  a  painful  | 
sensation  at  bearing  that  their  ainusiog  j 
friend  ended  his  life  in  a  iiiatiuer  so 
strangely  tragical. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that 
Bojardo,  in  his  “  Orlando  Inamorato, ” 
found  meaai  to  iiumorializa  the  pea- 
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on  his  own  estate,  by  nnn»ing 
the  heroes  of  his  epic  after  those  ho¬ 
nest  folks.  It  is  esen  ufTiriiieii,  that 
there  are  still  reniainiit^  Scaiiiliano, 
of  which  he  was  Lord,  inan\  (Jr.i- 
r)assos,t<ncripnntes,aiid  .Agramantes,  and 
that  the  roimlrs  about  Scandiaii4»  may 
be  traced  easily  in  the  pictiiresijoe 
•ceues  recorded  in  his  heaulilol  poem. 

The  jjreat  Montesquieu  was  exceed¬ 
ingly  teized  in  his  lust  moinentt,  h>  the 
Jesuits,  to  deliver  up  his  manuscripts  to 
their  custody.  The  Duchesse  d'Aiquil- 
Ion,  who  with  anxious  friendship  at¬ 
tended  his  couch,  found,  one  day,  his 
door  locked,  and  the  dyin^  philoso¬ 
pher  in  a  warm  dispute  with  Tatlier 
Uulh,  one  of  the  Society,  who  was 
iniistiiig  on  his  ^ivin^  up  the  kt'V  of 
his  luannscripls.  Wlienshe  leproached 
the  priest  for  tiie  intriuiin^  imperii- 
ucnce  of  liis  conduct,  he  answered, 
*Mhal  he  must  obey  the  diiections  of 
his  superiors, ”  and  retired.  'I'he  l)ii- 
chesse  alierw.irds  took  care  that  the 
PrcHidenl  should  end  iiisdays  without 
farlher  interruption. 

To  llic  strictures  on  the  ignorance 
and  brutality  of  (iny  Patin,  in  the 
fiirmer  part  of  this  wuik.  the  lollowing 
may  be  added  Menage  ailirms,  that 
lie  paid  no  regard  to  truth  in  what 
he  wrote,  that  tii^  letters  are  lull  of 
falsities,  and  that  he  (Mee.age)  had  been 
led  by  a  calculation  of  Palm  (before  he 
was  aware  how  little  depenilenee  ought 
to  he  placed  on  his  assei  lions)  into  a 
must  (lisgracetdl  blunder.  He  was  also 
so  envious  of  the  success  that  attended 
the  experiments  of  .loseph  du  ('hesne.  a 
celebrated  and  ingenious  chemist,  liiat 
he  involved  the  wiiule  district  of  Armag- 
nac  (the  native  place  of  his  adversary) 
ill  tiie  aliuse  which  he  liheiallY  poured 
on  that  pliilosopher,  andstyied  it,  un 
muudtl  paysy*  a  cursed  country.  Yet 
experience  has  sliewn  that  Du  Chcsiie 
was  greatly  superior  to  Palin  in  chemi¬ 
cal  knowledge,  and  particularly  so  in 
his  dissertations  on  antimony  and  its 
Uit'l. 

The  Sicur  Ciallnr.d,  editor  of  the 
Arabian  Nights’  Knlertaiiiinenls,  had 
disgusted  ilie  literary  people  of  his 
rcfcideiicc,  by  p‘ihlishing  his  two  fust 
volumes  half  Ulled  willi  insipid  ques¬ 
tions  and  answers  (»l  the  sioh  rs  ^chf;he 
razude  and  Dinarz  ule  I’lelled  with  iliis 
tiresome  Lilly,  some  vonng  men  came 
in  the  middle  of  a  Irosiy  nig?il.  and  eon* 
tMveil  ait  kinds  of  Jilarmie.g  noises  to 
^ouse  the  author.  Alter  they  had  i.cpi 


him  for  some  time  in  suspense,  with  his 
head  and  shoulders  exposed  to  the  cold 
.air,  one  <»r  them  said  to  him,  “  Dear 
sister,  if  you  he  not  asleep,  I  would 
pray  \(>ii  until  break  of  day,  whicli  is 
near  at  iiand,  to  go  4in  with  that  agree- 
able  story  whlcIi  yon  Ircgan.”  Poor 
(lall  ind,  finding  his  own  words  so  un¬ 
mercifully  turned  agaiii'l  him.  shut  his 
windiivv,  and,  consuli  mg  his  pillow,  pnh- 
lished  tile  tales  in  his  succeeding  vo¬ 
lumes  wilhoiil  any  more  such  ridiculous 
iiilrodiiclions. 

William  Oldys,  N’orroy  King  at  Arms, 
was  a  writer  ot  a  singular  ca^l  and  clia- 
racier,  lie  was  said  to  have  been  llio 
natural  son  of  a  Dr.  Oldys,  in  llie  Com¬ 
mons,  who  appears  to  have  managed  his 
amours  at  a  very  cheaji  rale  ;  as,  when¬ 
ever  he  dined  at  taverns,  he  w  as  observed 
to  beg  a  little  of  the  remnants  of  li%h, 
fowl,  iVc.  to  send  liomc  for  his  cat; 
wliich  cat  was  afterwards  discovered  to 
he  the  mother  of  Itie  gentleman  in 
question. 

Mr.  Oldys  had  Iml  a  slender  porli<*n 
of  classical  learning,  and  knew  lillla 
of  llie  sciences;  hulfor  index-reading, 
title-pages,  and  Hie  knowledge  ol  scarce 
(Pnglish)  hooks  and  editions,  he  liad  no 


Me  had  great  good  nature,  honour, 
and  integrity,  Jiai licnlarly  as  an  his¬ 
torian,  for  he  lia.s  been  known  to  have 
refused  a  large  sum  to  permit  his  name 
to  he  adixed  to  another  person’s  work. 
Dnl  a  V  iolent  attaci.meni  to  drinking, 
and  to  low  company,  tended  to  obscure 
his  good  (|uhIiI les. 

Ilis  life  of  Sir  Walter  lOih'igli  gained 
him  great  credit,  ai.tl  evrii  intiiieneed 
the  Duke  of  Norfolk  so  far  in  liis  favour, 
that  he  procured  for  Otdys  aeomfoit- 
alile  appointment  in  the  Herald's  Ollire. 
in  that  station  he  was  sometimes  much 
disgraced  by  liis  passion  for  liquor,  par¬ 
ticularly  at  the  inneral  of  the  Princest 
Caroline,  when  the  crown  on  acnshitip, 
rntriisted  to  his  care,  is  reported  to 
liave  made  many  »m-eeiiiiy  staggers. 

IJis  iiiellmd  of  compo'*ing  lives  w.as 
singular.  He  had  a  iiumher  of  parch¬ 
ment  hags,  inscribed  with  the  iiaioo 
of  him  he  iiie.iiit  to  write  of,  and  into 
lliein  he  pul  every  antcdole  he  could 
collect.  From  these  stores  he  drew  up 
eaeh  respective  history. 

Ily  l»ise\tes»es  he  vsas  kept  so  poor, 
tlial  III  1 701.  VI hen  he  died,  he  left  little 
more  iii.ui  wh.il  was  sullicienl  to  bury 
him.  He  wa»  then  scveuly-two  years  of 
a;:e.

"  oonliiniCHi  shinn,  and  wo  wt  ro  to 
snatch  soino  liappy  intermission  to  In; 
Toiivcycd  to  Mull,  tlie  third  island  of 
the  Hobride.s,  l>inf?  alionl  a  dr;^rot* 
Roiitli  of  "kv.  w hiMCo  we  mii^ht  iMsil V 
lind  oiir  w.iy  to  lui'h  Iveniudh,  and 
allcrwards  to  Io:m.  Tor  thi;  piirjiosi* 
the  ino»t  ronviMiiiMit  station  we  cotild 
take  w.is  .Army del.  In  onr  way  to 
.Arinydel  w.is  Coriafaclian,  w!u*ie  \u? 
had  already  heen.  and  lo  wliieli,  there* 
fore,  we  were  very  svil'.in^  lo  return, 
where  we  came,  and  fonml  onrseives 
svelcomed  as  before,  from  thence  v.e 
went  lo  Osti^,  then  removed  to  Army, 
del,  where  we  finished  our  observations 
on  the  Island  of  >ky. 

The  habitations  of  men  in  the  lie- 
lirides  may  be  distin;;uished  into  lints 
and  houses.  Hy  a  house,  I  mean  a 
huildin<^  with  one  story  over  another ; 
by  a  hut,  a  dwelling  with  only  one 
tioor.  The  laird  who  formerly  lived  in 
a  castle,  now  lives  in  a  hon.se  ;  some- 
times  sn.Tii’iently  neat,  hut  seldom  very 
fijiacioiis  or  spimurul.  The  laiksmi  n 
and  the  ministers  havecommonly  houses. 
Wherever  there  is  a  house,  the  stranger 
finds  a  welcome.  Of  the  houses  little 
sail  lie  said,  'fhey  are  small,  ami  I»y  the 
necessity  of  accnnuil.ilin*^  stores,  where 
there  arc  so  tew’  opportunities  of  ptir- 
chase,  the  rooms  arc  very  lietero;;e. 
neously  filled.  With  want  of  cle.inli* 
ness  it  were  ingratitude  to  repro.uh 
them.  The  servants  h.ivinjj  heen  lireil 
oil  the  naked  heartii,  think  every  Hour 
clean  ;  and  the  i|nick  siicce'sion  of 
;;iirsls,  perhaps  not  always  over  ele¬ 
gant,  does  not  allow  much  time  fur 
ml jiislin;;  Lhe  aparimenis. 

lints  are  m.tny  *;r.id-itions  ;  from 
murky  dens  to  coiiimodions  tUvellin;;*. 
The  Willis  of  a  common  lint  aie:ilways 
hnilt  without  mortar,  hy  a  skiilul 
adaptation  ofloose stones,  .^oineiitnes, 
perhaps,  a  doiihh  svall  ofsione  is  raued, 
aotl  t!ie  intermediate  spare  tilled  uitli 
I'.irth.  The  air  is  llm^  completely  ex- 
eluded.  Some  walls  are  formed  of  liirts. 
held  together  hy  a  wattle,  or  texture  of 
twigs.  Of  the  meanest  huts,  iheliist 
room  if  ligliled  hy  tlie  entrance,  and 
the  jocund  hy  the  siiiokc  hole.  The 


fire  if  usually  made  in  the  miiidif, 
lint  there  are  huts,  or  dwellings,  of 
only  one  story,  inhahited  hy  gentle, 
men,  whicli  have  walls  cemented  wiilj 
mortar,  glasn  windows,  and  hoardej 
Hours.  Of  these  ail  liave  cliimiuej, 
and  some  chimnies  have  grates. 

The  house  and  the  fnrnitnse  arc  not 
always  nicely  sailed.  We  were  driven 
once,  by  missing  a  jinssage,  lo  the  Ul 
<»f  a  gentleman,  where  alter  a  very 
lilieral  sapper,  when  I  was  comluclcd 
to  mv  chamheri  I  lonnd  an  elegant 
lied  of  Indian  e<itli>n,  sprcai!  with  lioc 
s'.’.eets.  'I’lie  arcommodation  was  H.if. 
tering  ;  1  undressed  myself,  am!  felt  my 
feel  ill  the  mire.  'I’hc  lied  stood  upon 
the  liare  <*arl!i,  wliirh  a  long  course  of 
rain  had  softened  lo  <t  puddle. 

In  pastoral  countries,  the  condition 
of  tin;  lowe.st  '-.mk  of  people  is  suffi. 
ciently  wretciud.  .\mong  inamifac. 
tnrers,  men  that  have  no  properly  may 
have  art  ami  industry,  which  make 
them  necessary,  and  Ihcrefore  valuable, 
lint  where  Hocks  ami  corn  are  the  only 
we:ill!i,  ll'.ere  are  always  mt>re  handi 
Ilian  work,  and  of  that  work  there 
is  lillle  in  which  skill  and  dexterily 
caii  he  dislingnislied.  lie  therefore 
who  is  born  poiir,  can  never  be  rich. 
The  .son  merely  ocenpies  the  place  of 
his  f.ither,  ami  liie  kmiws  nothing  of 
progression  or  ad vamement. 

'I  he  petty  tenants,  and  lahonring  pea* 
sants,  live  in  miserahle  cabins,  wiiicli 
allord  liiom  litlle  more  than  shelter  fiuai 
the  storms.  The  hour  of  Sorwixy  ii 
said  lo  make  all  his  own  utensils.  In 
the  Hebrides,  whatever  might  be  their 
ingenuity,  the  waul  of  wood  leaves 
them  no  materials.  They  are  probably 
eoiitent  with  such  ncconimodatioiis  as 
stones  ot  ditferent  foiais  and  .size  can 
alVord  them. 

Their  hmd  is  not  heller  than  their 
lodging.  They  seldom  1. isle  the  llesli  of 
land  animals,  for  here  are  no  markets. 
Wiiat  each  man  cats  is  from  Ins  0^11 
slock.  The  great  edecl  of  money  is 
lo  break  proj?eity  into  small  parts. 
In  towns,  lie  tiiat  has  a  shilling  can 
have  meal  ;  but  where  there  is  no  com* 
mcrce.  no  man  can  eat  mutton  but 
hy  killing  a  slieeji.  Fish,  in  fair  wca- 
Iher,  they  need  not  want  ;  hut,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  man  never  lives  long  011  li'b 
tint  by  consiraiiit ;  lie  will  rather  feed 
on  roots  and  berries. 

'fbe  only  fuel  of  llu’ islands  is  peat. 
Their  wood  is  all  CiUiMimed,  and  coal 
is  nut  found.  I’cat  is  dug  out  ut 
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marnlicn*  fron^  tin*  dt’plh  of  one  Tool 
tu  !iix*  Thai  is  accounted  Ihe  host  that 

nearest  the  siirtacc.  It  appears  to  he 
amass  of  hlack  earl!»  held  tt*;;et!ier  by 
le'^elahle  tihr(*s.  1  kiu»H’  not  whether 
the  eartii  he  hiliiininoiis,  or  whether 
the  fibres  he  not  ihe  only  cuin'ni.sllhle 
part;  which  l»)  heatinj^  the  interposed 
earth  red  liot,  make  a  hiirnin;;  mass. 
The  heal  is  not  \ery  strong  nor  laslin;^. 
The  ashes  are  \ellowish,  and  in  lari;e 
quaulily.  When  the)  di;;  peat,  they 
cut  it  iulo  square  pieces,  and  pile  it 
to  dry  beside  the  honses.  In  some 
pl.ifcs  it  has  an'  oflensive  smell.  it 
ii  like  wood  eharked  ior  the  smith. 
The  common  method  of  makin*;  peal 
fires,  is  hy  heapioj;  it  on  the  hearth; 
but  it  hums  well  in  grates,  and  in  the 
best  houses  is  so  used. 

There  are  water-mills  in  Sky  and 
Raasny  ;  but  where  they  are  loo  far 
distant,  I  lie  housewives  j^iind  their  oats 
with  a  (iiiern  <tr  hand-mill,  which  con¬ 
sists  of  two  .siones  alxnit  a  foot  and 
a  half  in  diameter  ;  the  lowi‘r  is  a  little 
convex,  to  which  the  concavity  of  the 
ether  must  he  titled,  in  liie  middle  of 
tiicn|)per  stone  is  a  round  lioie,  and  on 
one  side  is  a  lon^  handh*  'I’lie  ‘grinder 
sheds  the  corn  ^radnaliy  into  tiie  hole 
with  one  hand,  and  works  the  handle 
round  with  the  other.  'I'iie  corn  slides 
down  the  convexity  of  the  lower  slime, 
and  hy  the  motion  of  the  upper  is 
ground  in  its  passage. 

The  islands  alTord  few'  pleasures,  ex¬ 
cept  to  tlie  hardy  sportsman,  who  can 
tread  the  moor  and  elimh  the  moun¬ 
tain.  rhe  distance  of  one  family  from 
another,  in  a  connliy  where  travelling 
has  so  much  dikicnllv,  makes  frequent 
inlerconrse  imp  .  cl  jcai)!e.  Visits  last 
several  da)s.  a:  d  ate  commonly  iniid 
by  water.  'I’he  si»i,ice  which  the  hag- 
p (pe  can  give  they  have  long  enjoyed  ; 
hut  among  other  changes  v. hich  Itie  last 
revolulioii  introduced,  Ihe  use  of  the 
bagpipe  begins  to  be  forgotten.  Some 
of  tile  chief  families  still  entertain  a 
piper,  whose  otiice  was  anciently  here¬ 
ditary. 

Having  wailed  some  days  at  Army- 
del,  we  were  llallered  at  last  with  a 
wind  that  promised  to  convey  us  to 
Mull.  We  went  <»ii  board  a  lioal  that 
was  taking  in  kelp,  and  left  the  Isle 
of  Sky  behind  ns.  We  were  doomeO 
to  experience,  like  others,  the  danger 
of  trusting  to  Ihe  wind,  which  blew 
against  us,  in  a  short  time,  with  such 
'ioreiice,  that  we  being  no  seasoned 
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sailors,  were  willing  to  call  it  a  tempest. 
Weathering  the  gale  during  Ine  night, 
in  the  inorniag  we  found  ourselves  un* 
der  the 

Isf.F  OV  Ct»L. 

*(a>l  is  computed  to  be  thirteen  miles 
in  length,  and  three  in  breadth.  Roth 
the  ends  are  the  pr(»pcrly  of  the  Duke 
of  Arg)le,  hnt  tlic  middle  belongs  to 
Maclean,  who  is  called  Col,  as  the  only 
latrd.  Col  is  not  properly  rocky ;  it 
is  rather  one  continued  rock,  of  a  sur¬ 
face  mueb  diversified  with  proliibe- 
raiices,  and  covered  witli  a  thin  layer  of 
earth,  which  is  often  broken,  and  disco¬ 
vers  the  stone.  Such  a  soil  is  not  for 
plants  that  strike  deep  roots.  Col  has 
many  lochs,  some  of  which  have  trouts 
and  eels,  and  tithers  have  never  yet  hem 
stocked  ;  another  proof  of  the  negli¬ 
gence  of  the  islanders,  v;h(»  might  lake 
fish  in  the  inland  waters  when  they  can¬ 
not  go  to  sea.  Their  quadrupeds  arc 
horses,  cows,  sheep,  and  goats.  'I’hey 
have  neither  deer,  hares,  nor  rabbits. 
Tliey  have  no  vermin  besides  rats,  which 
have  been  brought  thither  hy  sea,  as  to 
other  places;  and  arc  free  from  ser¬ 
pents,  frogs,  and  toads. 

The  harvest  in  Col,  and  in  Lewis, 
is  ripe  sooner  than  in  Sky,  and  the 
winter  is  never  cold,  hut  very  tcin- 
peslnous.  For  natural  mriosities,  I 
was  shewn  only  two  great  masses  of 
stone,  which  lie  loose  upon  the  ground  ; 
one  on  Ihe  top  of  a  hill,  and  the  other 
at  a  small  distance  from  the  holtoni. 
They  certainly  were  never  put  in  their 
present  situation  hy  human  strength  or 
skill ;  and  though  an  earthquake  might 
have  broken  otf  the  lower  stone,  and 
rolled  it  into  the  valley,  no  account  can 
he  given  of  the  other,  which  lies  on  the 
hill,  unless,  which  1  forgot  to  examine, 
there  he  still  nearer  some  higher  rock, 
from  which  it  might  he  torn.  All  na¬ 
tions  haven  tradition,  that  their  earliest 
ancestors  were  giants,  and  these  stones 
are  said  to  have  been  thrown  up  and 
down  hy  a  giant  and  his  mistress. 
There  are  so  many  more  important 
things,  of  which  human  knowledge  can 
give  no  account,  that  it  may  be  for¬ 
given  ns,  if  wc  speculate  no  longer 
on  two  stones  in  Col. 

The  island  is  very  populous.  The 
minister  told  ns,  that  some  years  ago 
the  inhahilaiits  were  eight  hundred, 
between  the  ages  of  seven  and  seventy. 
Uoiiiid  nnmhers  are  seldom  exact.  But 
in  tliiscasc  the  authority  is  good,  and 
the  error  is  likely  to  he  little.  If  to 
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I  he  eipht  hundred  lie  added  what  the 
lawn  of  computation  require,  they  will 
he  increased  to  at  least  a  thousand  t 
and  if  the  dimeiiHions  of  the  country 
have  been  accurately  related,  every 
mile  maintains  more  than  twenty- five. 

Here,  as  in  Sky  nml  other  islands, 
arc  the  laird,  the  tacksmen,  and  the 
under-tenants.  Muciean,  the  lairti,  has 
very  extensive  possessions,  hein;j  pro¬ 
prietor  not  only  of  the  pjreatest  part 
of  ('ol,  but  of  the  extensive  Island 
of  Rum,  and  a  very  considerable  terri¬ 
tory  in  Mull. 

noM 

is  one  •  of  the  lar;;er  islands,  almost 
square,  and  ihereiore  of  ^reut  capa¬ 
city  in  proportion  to  its  sides.  Ry 
the  usual  method  ol  estimutin;;  com¬ 
puted  extent,  it  may  coitiaiu  more 
than  a  hundred  and  twenty  square 
miles.  Its  owner  represents  it  as  moiin- 
tainoiis,  rugged,  and  barren.  In  the 
hills,  are  red  deer.  The  horses  are  very 
small,  but  of  a  breed  eminent  for  beauty. 
'J'here  are  said  to  be  in  Rarra  a  race  of 
horses  yet  smaller,  of  uhich  the  highest 
is  not  aliove  thirty-^ix  inches  .Near 
to  Col  is  another  island,  called  Tyrie. 

TYHI  K 

is  eminent  for  its  fertility  :  one  half  of 
the  land  is  arable.  It  is  so  populous, 
that  there  have  ap|»eared,  not  lonjj  ajijo, 
nine  hundred  and  fourteen  at  a  funeral. 
Several  jjrccn  hills,  and  twenty-four 
lochs,  diversify  the  surface.  There  are 
here  many  duns,  or  small  ensiles,  and 
many  other  remains  of  antiquity. 

In  Col,  life  is,  in  some  respects,  im¬ 
proved  beyond  the  condition  of  some 
other  islands.  In  Sky,  what  is  w.iiited 
can  only  he  bought,  ns  the  arrival  of 
some  wamlerinj;  pedlar  may  alVord  an 
opportunity;  hut  in  Csd  there  is  a 
standing  shop,  and  in  .Mull  there  arc 
two.  A  shop  in  the  islands,  as  in  other 
places  of  little  frec^ucnlation,  is  a  repo¬ 
sitory  of  every  Ihi'  g  rjtjuisite  for  com¬ 
mon  use.  Several  arts  which  make 
trades,  and  demand  apprenticeships,  in 
great  rilies,  arc  here  the  practices  of 
daily  economy.  In  every  house  can¬ 
dies  are  made,  liolh  moulded  and 
dipped.  Their  wicks  are  small  shreds 
of  linen  cloth.  They  all  know  how  to 
extract  oil  from  the  cuddy,  for  their 
lamps.  They  all  tan  skins,  and  make 
brogues. 

.^s  we  travelled  through  Sky,  we  saw 
many  colt  ages,  hut  they  very  frequently 
stood  single  oa  the  naked  ground.  In 
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Col,  where  the  hills  opened  a  place  cod. 
venient  for  habitation,  we  found  i 
pretty  village,  of  which  every  hut  hadi 
little  garden  adjoining;  thus  they  made 
an  appearance  of  social  commerce  and 
mutual  oflices,  and  of  some  attention  to 
convenience  nnd  future  supply.  Very 
near  the  house  of  Maclean  slaiids  the 
castle  of  Col,  which  was  the  mansion  of 
the  laird,  till  the  house  was  built.  It  it 
built  upon  a  rock,  that  it  might  not  be 
mined. 

After  having  listened  for  some  days  to 
the  tempest,  and  wandered  about  the 
island  till  our  curiosity  was  satisfied, 
we  began  to  think  about  our  departure. 
To  leave  Col  in  October  was  not  very 
easy.  We,  however,  found  a  slooji 
which  lay  on  the  coast  to  carry  kelp  ; 
and  for  a  price  which  we  thought  levied 
upon  our  necessities,  the  master  agreed 
to  carry  ns  to  .Mull,  whence  wc  might 
readily  pass  back  to  Scotland. 

As  we  were  to  catch  the  first  f.ivour- 
able  bre'alh,  we  spent  the  night  not  very 
elegantly  or  pleasantly  in  the  vessel, 
ami  were  landed  next  day  at  Tobor 
Morar,  a  port  in 


MUI.L, 

wliich  appears  to  an  nncxpcnenced  eye 
formed  lor  the  seenrity  of  ships;  for  its 
month  is  closed  by  a  small  island, 
which  admits  them  through  narrow 
channels  into  a  basin  siinicieiitly  enpn- 
cions,  'flicy  are  indeed  safe  from  the  |j 
sea,  hill  there  is  a  hollow  between  the 
mountains,  Ihrongli  which  the  wind 
issues  from  the  hud  with  very  mis¬ 
chievous  violence  There  was  no  dan¬ 
ger  while  we  were  there,  and  we  found 
several  other  vessels  at  anchor  ;  so  that 
the  port  had  a  very  commercial  appear¬ 
ance. 


The  Isle  of  Mnll  is,  perhaps,  the 
third  in  extent  of  the  Hebrides.  It 
is  not  broken  by  waters,  nor  shot  into 
promontories,  hut  is  a  solid  compart 
mass,  of  breadth  nearly  equal  to  ill 
length.  Of  the  dimensions  of  the  larger 
islands,  there  is  no  knowledge  approach¬ 
ing  to  exactness.  I  am  willing  to  esti¬ 
mate  it  as  containing  about  three  hun¬ 
dred  square  miles. 

Mull  had  snllered  like  i'ky  by  Ihe 
black  winter  of  seventy-one,  in  which, 
conirary  to  all  experience,  a  continued 
frost  detained  the  snow  on  the  ground 
eight  weeks.  Against  a  rulamily  never 
known,  no  provision  had  been  made, 
and  the  people  could  only  pine  in  help¬ 
less  misery.  One  tenanl  was  mentioned, 
whose  cattle  iwrished  to  the  value  of 
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three  hundred  pounds  t  a  loss  which, 
probably,  more  than  the  life  of  man 
ii  necessary  lo  repair,  lii  countries 
like  these,  the  description  of  famine 
becomes  intelligible.  The  consequence 
of  a  bad  season  here  is  not  scarcity, 
but  emptiness  ;  and  they  whose  plenty 
was  barely  a  supply  of  natural  and 
present  need,  when  that  slender  stock 
fails,  must  perish  with  hunger. 

All  travel  has  its  advantages.  If  the 
passenger  visits  belter  countries,  lie 
miy  learn  to  improve  his  own  ;  and 
if  fortune  carries  him  lo  worse,  he  may 
learn  to  enjoy  it. 

We  wished  to  survey  Icoimkill ;  and 
that  we  might  perform  this  expedition, 
it  was  necessary  to  traverse  a  great  part 
of  Mull.  We  travelled  many  hours 
through  a  tract,  black  and  barren  ; 
in  which,  however,  there  were  the  re¬ 
lics  of  humanity,  for  we  found  a  ruined 
chapel  in  onr  way.

IN'  one  <»f  his  papers  in  the  Spectator, 
Mr.  Addison  se<*m.s  lo  give  u  great 
latitude  to  poets,  in  their  imitations 
of  the  grand  original — \a  riruE  : — 
intimating  that  poetic  license  will  war¬ 
rant  even  the  confusion  of  the  seasons  ; 
insomuch  that  they  would  really  incur 
1)0  censure  even  in  scattering  the  flowers 
of  spring  amidst  the  snows  of  winter. 
And  certain  it  is,  that  from  the  earliest 
bards  to  the  days  of  our  liberal  critic, 
nothing  like  precision  is  observable  in 
the  Knglish  poets,  where  the)  introduce 
the  scenery  ol  still  life,  or  by  the  exhi¬ 
bition  of  living  animals,  throw  an  inte- 
rest  over  their  meadows,  lawns,  or  wood¬ 
lands.  l\tiureM^  indeed,  their  land¬ 
scapes  cannot  be  called  :  for  neither 
the  poets  of  the  age  of  Addison,  nor 
their  predecessors,  have  attempted  any 
accurate  delineation.  Among  the  old 
poets  (except  Shakspeare),  it  is  a  rare 
thing  lo  find  ihe  portrait  of  an  animal. 
.And  even  in  Gay's  Fables,  where  hu¬ 
man  attributes  arc  given  to  animals,  it 
is  seldom  that  we  §ee  them  marked  by 
their  own  proper  character.  Look 
through  the  pages  of  Drydeii  and  Pope, 
and  you  will  discover  no  minute  de¬ 
scription  ~  no  disruniinating  features 
of  the  natural  objects  that  are  pre¬ 
sented  to  our  view.  We  have  there 
little  or  no  /m»//'/i//*painling. 

The  praise  of  describing  Nature,  with 


all  the  vigour  and  fervour  of  a  poet, 
and  all  the  truth  of  a  naturalisl,  was 
reserved  for  Thomson.  His  are  pic¬ 
tures  upon  a  broad  canvas:  and  they 
are  not  less  beautiful  thau  extensive. 

The  two  Wartons  are  the  next  in 
my  recollection,  who  (particularly  Tom 
Warton)  exhibit  Nature  with  an  ad¬ 
dress,  a  delicacy,  and  a  nicety,  which 
shew  their  familiar  acquaintance  with 
their  subject. 

Among  our  living  writers.  Waller 
Scott  and  Poiwbete  seem  to  have  de¬ 
lighted  most  in  the  delineation  of  Ani¬ 
mated  Nature.  A  few  specimens  from 
these  two  poets  will  nut  be  iiuamusing 
lo  yonr  readers. 

1  siiall  first  notice  wliat  may  he  termed 
their  “  fleeting  pictures in  which  we 
are  sure  lo  catch,  cn  passant^  a  genuine 
feature — a  striking  trail  of  Hie  subject ; 
which  propriety  or  incliiiation  prevents 
the  poet  from  slopping  lo  describe  at 
leisure.  There  is  nothing  vague  or 
uncharacteristic  in  any  of  these  rapid 
strokes. 

In  Scott,  I  shall  confine  myself  to 
“  The  Lady  of  the  Lake”  and  “  Koke- 
by.”

depth  of  winler,  alas!”  (I  have  heard 
them,  or  have  fancied  1  heard  them, 
say)  “  this  dmmoii  rises  from  Ihe  shel¬ 
ter  of  the  reedy  marsh  and  the  deep 
river,  and  under  the  cover  of  nighl- 
darkness,  slowly  lieiuls  his  lowering 
night  towards  Ihe  haunts  of  men,  nud 
there  sits,  wilii  wings  of  vapour,  liaU  li- 
ing  dimness  and  dullm'ss,  crossness  of 
tetnper  and  catarrhs!” — The  metropo¬ 
lis  <»f  Spain  was  scarcely  more  dejecled 
nl  the  presence  of  Ihe  troops  of  (»anl. 
than  that  of  Great  Britain  is  oppre*>sed 
by  the  occasional  dominion  of  a  fog. 
And  the  Englishman  views  Ihe  aerial 
ty  rant  colh'cl  his  forces,  and  relurtantiy 
evacuate  London  before  Ihe  piercing 
•hafts  of  Vhn'hus,  with  scarcely  less 
satisfaction  than  the  Castilian  saw  llie 
lingering  rear  guards  of  his  foes  quit 
Madrid,  at  the  approachof  Wellington. 
Amidst  all  the  ditlressed  feelings  which 
pervade  the  capital  of  Great  Britain, 
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when  this  “  foul  spirit  loads  the  air,” 
why  do  I  feel  tranquil  and  serene? 

Is  it  that  I  dislike  sunshine  and  a  fine 
atmosphere?  —  1  am  passing  fond  of 
both  —Am  I  more  philosophical  than 
my  neighbours  ?  — There  can  he  no  ex¬ 
ercise  lor  philosophy  where  there  ei. 
ist  no  painful  sensations  to  he  sub¬ 
dued. —  How  then  may  this  he? — Let 
me  al tempt  a  vindication  of  myself. 

A  London  fog  posse.sses  all  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  temporary  Holilude,  coin- 
hined  with  ihe  opportunity  of  instant 
immersion  into  society  ;  and  it  is  pe¬ 
culiarly  favourable  to  weakly  eyes  and 
to  meditation,  it  is,  besides,  tlie  pa¬ 
tron  oi  niatliemalics,  — tht*  very  imrseof 
the  abstract  sciences;  and  for  liie  c/car- 
e»t  tiemoiistralions  and  most  briUiuH 
conclusions  (I  will  venture  lo  say)  we 
are  indebted  to  the  g/oum  and  the  dull¬ 
ness  of  fogs. 

Ihisitions  so  obvious  need,  melhinkf, 
he  only  louched  upon  lo  receive  univer¬ 
sal  assent.  Let  me  just  call  to  your  re* 
eolleclion  (ger.lle  readers)  the  silualiuu 
in  which  each  of  yon  must  have  found 
himself,  upon  throwing  open  his  sliiiticri 
on  a  Ntivember  morning,  and  finding 
Ihe  fair  front  of  Nature  screened  by 
the  vapoury  curtain.  Do  you  not 
(when  you  can)  betake  yourselves  lo 
sober  studies,  and  become  votaries  of 
science,  as  it  were,  ex  neeessilule  rti) 

—  Who  does  no!  find  it,  upon  such 
days,  an  (dVort  of  heroism  lo  pass  his 
tlirr'siiold  ? 

Truly  a  fog,  although  the  dullest, 
is,  al  the  same  time,  one  of  the  most 
of  natural  phenomena.  Its 
instantaneous  eiVect  upon  the  lungs, 
bowels,  nose,  and  all  the  other  organi 
rareliilly  detailed  in  llic  almai  ack, 
are  clamoured  to  us  in  the  hoarse 
coughs,  deep  grumblings,  and  sharp 
sneezings,  wliich  smile  our  slarlled 
ears  from  all  quarters.  And,  indeed, 
we  now  and  then  perceive 'a  portion 
of  this  terrestrial  cloud  to  have  so 
inilmutely  enveloped  the  human  hr«iii», 
that,  nol wiihstamling  the  most  nion-. 
.strous  ellecls,  not  a  portion  of  any 
thing  in  Ihe  nature  of  light  can  ever 
penetrate  lo,  or  cor: Irive  lo  emanate 
Irmn,  the  cereheiliim.  Whether  such 
pernicious  vapour  finds  its  way  through 
the  nasal  foramina,  or  the  auricular 
passages,  is  still  matter  of  acrimo¬ 
nious  disquisition  among  anatomistf. 
Decisive  evidence  of  this  singular  ca- 
malty,  however,  appears  in  the  many

imong  the  phle;;matic  inhabitant*  of 
the  Batavian  niarshp*.  But,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  iinduubtei!l)r  true, 
that  where  the  contact  of  the  mist 
ii  confined  to  the  exterior  of  tlie  cra- 
niuin,  it  operates  upon  the  mind  in 
a  manner  similar  to  tliat  in  whicli 
immersion  into  cold  water  acts  upon 
the  body  :  it  repels  and  imprisons  all 
the  ideas  that  would  otherwise  expand 
and  dissipate.  It  condenses  and  braces 
the  faculties,  which  are  generally  rari- 
bod  into  thin  air  by  a  clear  and  power¬ 
ful  sun.  The  mind  possesses,  there¬ 
fore,  tenfold  powers  to  bear  upon  any 
particular  object. 

Wrapped  in  the  friendly  cloak  of  a 
fog,  the  sober  votary  of  .Mammon, 

(I  beg  pardon — 1  would  say  the  man 
ofbusiness)  may  pass  to  his  point  with¬ 
out  being  t)tlendeil  hy  the  tlare  of 
fashion,  or  interrupted  by  the  imper¬ 
tinent  tenderness  of  friends,  solicitous 
to  ascertain  the  state  of  his  pulse  ;  and 
the  abstracted  man  of  hooks  may  solve 
a  problem,  or  conduct  an  argument, 
in  thoughtless  Bond-street  or  anxious 
Cheapsiile.  Unseeing  and  unseen,  he 
creates  no  deadly  feud,  by  neglect 
to  return  the  courtesy  (»f  the  doffed 
hat,  or  to  honour  any  other  draft  upon 
his  politeness  at  sight  ;  nor  does  he  tear 
any  annotations,  hy  his  fellow  pedes¬ 
trians,  upon  his  rent  raiment  or  uu- 
garlered  hose. 

Athens,  whose  foggy  climate  so  ma¬ 
terially  coiitrihuted  to  place  her  above 
even  tlie  competition  of  all  succeeding 
nations  (except  oiir  own),  well  knew 
and  prized  her  advantage  !  In  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  tlie  .Athenians,  the  eu'/  was 
the  bird  of  wisdom;  site  loves  the  twi- 
light,  and  dimness,  and  fog.  lii  the 
lace  ol  day  her  faculties  are  rendered 
Iclliargic.  aad  her  eyes,  which  are 
bright  and  clear  in  the  evening,  or  in 
a  palpable  mist,  arc  closed  hy  the  sun¬ 
beam.  Moreover,  how  large  a  source 
of  the  xuhlime  is  the  vhscure.  Where 
could  a  Pindar  he  expecteil  to  arise, 
save  only  in  cloudy  Rmulia  ?  And  if 
«  Milton  has  happened  to  transcend  the 
poets  of  (i recce  in  awful  grandeur  of 
•enlimeiit.  lei  it  not,  in  common  jus¬ 
tice,  be  forgotten,  that  modern  tra¬ 
vellers  have  discovered  t'ngland  to  he 
more  blessed  with  foggy  weather  than 
Achaia.  The  king  ot  the  gods  him¬ 
self  thought  the  best  palace  in  which 
^0  exercise  his  wisdom  was  a  mht ; 
we  may  out  uoreasouably  infer  from 
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the  title*  given  to  Jove  by  the  father 
of  epic  pm* try. 

Numerous  other  instances  might  be 
mentioned  in  sn|)p(>rt  of  the  foregoing 
observations; — but  it  innsl  be  ascribed, 
in  due  course,  to  the  narrow  limits 
of  the  paper  on  which  1  am  inditing, 
and  not  to  inahllily,  that  >uch  examples 
are  not  here  adduced 

Surely,  all  circumstances  considered, 
it  was  a  henelicenl  act  of  Providence 
which  placed  our  island  in  the  bosom  of 
the  Atlantic  ;  so  that,  whether  the  west 
wind  or  the  east  prevail,  and  either

gratitude,  our  fellow  native  of  .Albion— 
a  fog  !

Commercial  Intfkcourib  with 
Avrica,  &c. 


To  the  Editor  of  the  European  Magazine, 


SIR. 

r^riHR  .Society  of  Encouragement  for 
JL  National  Industry  in  France,  has 
granted  prizes  for  various  discoveries 
in  the  arts  and  sciences;  hut  I  wish 
Government,  or  some  society  of  our 
own  Country,  would  oiVer  a  liberal 
prize  for  the  best  mode  of  colonizing 
Africa,  and  for  ameliorating  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  vast 
and  little  known  continent.  A  well 
digested  plan  for  the  discovery  of  this 
continent  might  be  followed  by  the 
most  desirable  events.  The  efforts  of 
the  African  Association,  have,  to  say 
the  least,  been  lamentably  disastrous. 
Little  good  can  be  anticipated  from 
the  efforts  of  solitary  or  scientific  tra¬ 
vellers,  in  a  country  where  science  is 
not  cultivated,  and  where  the  travellers 
know  little  or  nothing  of  the  general  * 
language  of  Africa,  nor  of  the  manners 
and  dispositions  of  the  natives. 

A  knowledge,  therefore,  of 'the  Afri¬ 
can  Arabic,  appears  indispensible  to 
this  great  undertaking;  and  it  should 
seem,  that  a  commercial  adventurer  is 
much  more  likely  to  obtain  his  object 
than  a  scientific  traveller,  for  this  plain 


reason : — 

Because  it  is  much  easier  to  persuade 
the  Africans  that  we  travel  into  their 
country  for  the  purposes  of  commerce, 
and  its  result,  profit,  than  to  persuade 
them,  that  we  are  so  anxious  to  ascer¬ 
tain  the  course  of  their  rivers.  Sue, 
Accordingly,  it  was  justly  observed 


hy  the  natives  of  Congo,  when  they 
learned  that  Major  Peddie  came  not  to 
trade  nor  to  make  war,  /f'/iat  /Aro 
come  for  ?  onty  to  take  walk  and  makt 
bookr 

1  do  not  mean  now  to  lay  down  a  plan 
for  the  colonization  of  Africa,  or  for 
opening  an  extensive  commerce  with 
that  vast  continent,  but  1  would  su*. 
gest  the  propriety  of  the  method,  bj 
which  the  East  India  Company  govern 
their  immense  territories.  I  thiok 
their  allowing  no  European  to  reside  or 
travel  in  the  colony  without  permisiios 
of  the  Government,  tends  to  the  pros¬ 
perity  and  to  the  durability  of  the  Com¬ 
pany.  1  would  wish  to  see  an  African 
Company  1  armed  on  an  exlemive  icaky 
with  a  large  capital,  I  am  con\inced, 
that  such  a  Company  would  be  of  more 
service  to  the  commerce  of  this  coun¬ 
try  than  the  present  India  trade,  where 
the  natives,  without  being  in  want  oj 
many  of  our  manufacture*,  surpass  us 
ill  ingenuity.  But  the  Africans,  on  the 
contrary,  are  in  want  of  our  manufac¬ 
tured  goods,  and  give  immense  sums 
for  them.  According  to  a  late  author, 
who  has  given  us  the  fullest  +  descrip¬ 
tion  of  Timbuctoo;^  and  its  vicinity, 
a  plattilia  is  there  worth  50  Mexico 
dollars,  or  SO  mizams  of  gold,  each 
inizain  being  worth  two  and  a  half 
Mexico  dollars:  a  piece  of  Irish  linen 
of  ordinary  qiinlity,  and  measuring 
yards,  is  worth  75  Mexico  dollars;  and 
a  quintal  of  loaf  sugar  is  worth  one 
hundred  Mexico  dollars.  Now  if  we 
investigate  the  parsimonious  mode  of 
traversing  the  Desart  hy  the  Arabs,  we 
shall  find  (hy  the  same  author's  notes 
and  manuscripts  collected  during  his 
residence  as  agent  for  Holland,  and 
general  merchant  at  Agadeer  in  Suse, 
which  manuscripts  1  have  been  allowed 
to  peruse)  that  a  journey  of  1500 
English  miles,  is  performed  from  Fas  to 
Timhuctoo,  at  the  rale  of  40s.  sterling 
per  quintal;  so  that  loaf  sugar  (a 
weighty  and  bulky  article)  can  he  ren¬ 
dered  from  London  at  Timhuctoo, 
through  Tetuan  and  Fas,  including  the 
expense  of  a  land  carriage  of  about 
1500  miles,  at  about  6/.  per  quinlali 
thus;  — 


The  general  language  of  Africa  is  the 
MTeslern  Arabic,  with  a  knowledge  of 
which  lareung*'  a  traveller  may  make  him¬ 
self  intellitible  w  herever  he  may  go,  either 
in  (he  Negro  Countries  of  '^udao,  iu  Egypt, 
AbytsioU,  ti«bara,  or  Barbary.

So  that  if  100  lb.  loaf  su^ar,  ren¬ 
dered  at  Timbucloo,  cost  I20i.  6J., 
and  «ells  there  for  100  Mexico  dollars, 
a  4i.  6J.  each,  or  for  221.  58.  there  will 
rciull  a  profit  of  210  per  cent. 

The  profit  on  fine  f^otids,  such  as  the 
linens  before  mentioned,  is  still  more 
considerable,  beinoj  not  subject  to  so 
heavy  a  charge  or  per  centage  for 
carriage.  The  immense  quantity  of 
gold  dust  and  gold  bars  that  would  be 
brought  from  Timbucloo,  Wangara, 
Gana,  and  other  countries,  in  exchange 
for  these  merchandize,  would  be  incal¬ 
culable,  and  has  perhaps  never  yet  been 
contemplated  by  Europeans.  In  the 
same  work  above  noticed,  Sd  edition, 
page  2S9,  will  be  found  a  list  of  the 
various  merchandize  exportable  from 
Great  llritain,  which  suit  the  market  of 
the  interior  of  Africa  or  Sudan,  and  also 
a  list  of  the  articles  which  we  should 
receive  in  relurn  for  these  goods. 

Plans  to  penetrate  to  the  mart  of 
Tinihnetoo,  which  would  supply  Houssa, 
Wangara,  G.ina,  and  other  districts  of 
Sudan  witii  European  merchandize, 
have  been  forme<l ;  but  if  a  treaty  of 
commerce  were  made  with  any  ot  the 
Negro  kings,  these  plans  would  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  various  inipediiiients. 

The  goods,  in  passing  through  hostile 
territories,  (these  sovereigns  living  in 
a  state  of  continual  warfare  with  each 
other)  would  be  subject  to  innumerable 
imposts  (not  to  say  impositions).  It 
would  therefore  be  expedient  to  form 
a  plan  whereby  the  goods  should  reach 
Tiinliucloo  through  an  eligible  part  of 
the  Desert;  hut  some  persons  who  have 
been  in  the  habit  of  trading  for  gnm  to 
Portendik,  liave  declared  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  o{  Sahara  to  be  a  wild  and  savage 
race,  untractalile,  and  not  to  be  civi¬ 
lized  by  commerce,  or  by  any  other 
means;  this  1  must  heg  leave  to  con¬ 
tradict.  The  Arabs  of  Sahara^  from 
their  wandering  habits,  are  certainly 
wild,  and  they  are  hostile  to  all  Jtho  do 
not  understand  their  tanffua^e ;  hut  if 
two  or  three  Europeans.*  capable  of

holding  colloquial  iutercourte  with 
them,  were  to  go  and  establish  a  factory 
on  their  coast,  and  then  suggest  to 
them  the  benefits  they  would  derive, 
being  the  carriers  of  such  a  trade  as 
is  here  contemplated,  their  ferocity 
would  forthwith  be  transferred  into 
that  virtue,  in  the  practice  of  which 
they  so  eminently  excel — Hospitality; 
and  the  most  inviolable  alliance  might 
be  formed  with  such  a  people.  1  speak 
not  from  the  experience  of  books,  but 
from  ail  actual  intercourse,  and  from 
having  passed  many  years  of  my  youth 
among  them.  An  advantageous  spot 
might  be  fixed  upon  on  the  western 
roast,  from  which  the  caravans  or  Ak- 
kabas  would  have  to  pass  through  only 
one  trihe«  and  lh.it  with  perfect  safely, 
and  subject  to  no  impost  whatever; 
neither  would  they  he  subject  to  any 
duty  oil  ( iiteriiig  the  town  of  Timbuc- 
too,  as  they  would  go  in  at  the  Hehsa- 
hara^  or  gale  of  the  Desert,  which 
exempts  them  from  duty  or  imposts. 

That  civilization  would  he  the  re¬ 
sult  of  commerce,  and  that  the  trade  in 
slaves  would  decrease  wilh  the  increase 
of  our  commerce  wilh  these  people, 
there  can  be  little  doubt;  and  inde¬ 
pendent  of  the  advantages  of  an  exten¬ 
sive  commerce,  the  coiisolalioii  would 
be  great  to  the  Christian  and  tiie  philo¬ 
sopher,  of  having  converted  millions 
of  hreihreii  made  in  (he  perfection  of 
God's  image,  and  endowed  with  reason, 
from  barbarism  to  civilization ! !  Let 
IIS  hope  Ihen,  that  some  of  (he  iiitelli- 
genl  readers  of  your  interesting  pages 
will  direct  their  attention  to  this  great 
nalional  object,  and  produce  an  eligible 
and  well-digesicd  plan  for  the  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  a  mutual  intercourse,  through 
the  medium  of  commerce  with  jd/nea^ 
nnd  for  the  civilization  of  that  hitherto 
neglected  continent.

LETTER  IV. 

DEAR  tlR. 

S  Ihrre  wns  no  rojjtilar  ronvryanrc 
from  hence  to  Uome,  it  was  deemed 
adviiablc  to  |)urrhasc  a  carriage,  Rhirh 
was  accordin<;ly  done:  and  we  made  the 
necessary  preparations  for  onr  depar¬ 
ture.  At  four  o’clock,  the  following 
morning,  we  were  on  the  road. 

From  Pisa  to  Siena  we  passed  llirough 
a  country  disgraced  hy  had  roads,  and  1 
inay  add,  almost  destitute  of  cultiva¬ 
tion.  On  our  arrival.  one<»f  our  com¬ 
panions  was  taken  suddeniy  iHf  and  we 
determined  to  stay  the  night.  '1  he 
loneliness  of  the  streets  as  we  entered, 
appeared  extraordinary  ;  hut  on  arriving 
at  the  inn,  a  great  concourse  of  people 
in  their  best  dresses  were  seen  relurjiing 
from  a  tournament  w  hich  had  jtist  taken 
place.  Upon  enquiry  we  were  iniorm<‘d 
that  this  was  an  annual  fete  held  in 
honour  of  the  Virgin.  Afterwards  ap¬ 
peared  the  victors  dress»‘d  aflf*r  the 
manner  of  the  ancient  Homans,  and 
led  triumphantly  amidst  the  noise  i>f 
trumpets,  and  the  shotiN  of  multitudes, 
followed  liy  carriages  filled  with  ladies 
richly  dressed,  and  liy  pcdeslriai:s  of 
the  highest  respeclaliility .  In  ltie  even¬ 
ing,  hon  fires  illumined  the  city,  the 
streets  were  crowded  with  persons  «)f 
every  description  :  and  during  tin; 
night,  the  serenades  that  were  occasiim- 
ally  song  under  the  shrine  of  the  Virgin, 
which  was  opposite  our  windows,  were 
extremely  pleasing. 

Siena  is  built  on  the  crater  of  a  vol- 
cano.  The  streets  arc  airy,  and  tlie 
buildings  handsome.  The  following  sin. 
gular  epit.aph  was  copied  hy  a  late  tra¬ 
veller  from  a  church  in  this  place. 
“  Wine  gives  life;  it  was  death  to  me. 
1  could  not  hehold  the  morning  in  a 
sober  state.  Even  my  hones  are  v.ow 
thirsty.  Stranger!  sjirinkle  the  grave 
with  wine;  empty  the  cup.  and  go. 
Farewell,  ye  drinkers  !”  \Ve  started 
early  the  following  morning,  and  passing 
through  a  large  and  r.obic  gate,  lei  I 
Siena  and  its  gailies 

The  rich  c«donis  of  the  rising  snn 
contrasted  witli  the  barren  hills,  ren¬ 
dered  the  scenery  very  grand.  Hetween 
Montaroni  and  iluoncon\euto,  the  near 
fore  wheel  of  the  carriege  came  oft'. 
The  wooden  axle  having  become  rot¬ 
ten,  broke;  and  the  only  perxou  capa- 
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ble  of  repairing  it  was  the  blacksmith, 
who  resided  three  miles  oft’.  We,  how. 
ever,  despatched  the  postilion  for  him, 
and  in  the  course  of  two  hours,  our 
vulcan  arrived  to  remedy  the  defect. 

At  lluoiiconvento,  the  Emperor  llenrv 
Vlltli,  is  said  to  have  been  poisoned  by 
a  Dominican  Monk,  while  udminiHter- 
ing  tilt*  sacrament  to  him. 

La  Foderina  was  very  gay  when  we 
passed  through  it  ;  it  was  the  day  of 
the  fair,  and  the  peasants  were  dressed 
in  their  best  attire.  Between  this  place 
and  Uirorsi.  the  wheel  again  came  off 
as  we  were  deseeiuling  a  hill.  No  black- 
smitii  was  to  be  had;  the  postilioiii 
either  from  ignorance  or  design,  ap. 
peared  as  little  concerned  as  if  nothing 
had  happened,  and  left  us  to  mend  the  ^ 
carriage  in  our  own  way,  without  taking 
the  least  trouble  tu  assist  us.  Hadico- 
fani  is  .situated  on  a  hill  which  we  were 
some  time  iu  ascending.  The  country 
around  is  grand;  many  of  the  moiiu- 
tains  ar»*  crowned  with  castles,  or  encir¬ 
cled  midway  hy  a  zone  of  clouds.  Near 
the  smniuit  of  the  hill  w  lfich  commands 
I  lie  town,  are  the  remains  of  houses, 
formerly  the  retreat  of  banditti.  Whea 
we  arrived  ul  the  village,  the  band  was 
pl.i\ii»g  on  the  green  and  gave  it  a 
cheering  a.specl.  'I’lie  impositions  which 
were  practised  upon  us,  however,  were 
very  numerous  ;  iu  the  first  jilace, 

**  you  have  no  drag  chain,  the  postilion 
will  not  go  without  one;  you  must  hay 
a  rope  as  a  snhsiilute,  or  lemain  where 
you  are.”  “  Fivepauli  for  the  military 
for  guarding  the  road  Signiore.”  The 
police  claimed  the  ])rivi!egeof  drinking 
at  our  e.xpensc,  while  a  host  of  beggars 
loudly  demanded  charily  of  us.  This 
rnfticd  our  tempers,  ar.d  caused  the 
journey  to  he  irksome,  as  night  had 
already  .<et  iu.  The  moon  which  had 
till  tluMi  been  oh.scured  hy  pa.ssingcloiuls, 

“  unveiled  her  peerless  light,  and  o’er 
tlie  dark  her  silver  mantle  threw.”  We 
descended  mountains  of  the  most  fear¬ 
ful  eievatiou,  crossed  the  beds  of  riven 
vvliich  had  been  dried  up  by  the  exces¬ 
sive  heat;  when  iu  traversing  a  plain 
hy  a  most  rugged  road,  onr  carriage 
greatly  lo  onr  mortilicution,  once  more 
broke  down.  VVe  were  now  in  a  pain¬ 
ful  situation;  darkness  prevailed,  ex¬ 
cept  as  it  was  occasionally  relieved  by 
vivid  Hashes  of  lightning.  What  wai 
to  be  done?  (he  posiiliioii  threatened 
to  leave  us,  telling  us  at  the  same  time 
that  if  vve  leinaiiied  long  we  .should 
certuiiiiy  be  murdered:  at  the  sound  of

the  rope  we  had  pnrcliased  at  Hadico*  miles  in  circiiinference,  it  contains  two 
fsni,  we  endeavoured  to  repair  our  small  inhabited  islands,  and  is  supposed 
shattered  equipage,  but  to  no  purpose:  to  he  situated  in  the  crater  of  a  volcano, 
the  rope  broke  and  the  carriage  fell.

and  other  remains  which  they  had  dis¬ 
covered.  At  the  foot  of  the  Capitolinc 
hill  at  a  little  to  the  left  of  the  ancient 
structure,  stands  the  Arch  of  Septimius 
Severus,  which  is  still  in  good  preserva¬ 
tion.  The  brazen  letters  have  however 
been  removed.  The  foundation  is  seve¬ 
ral  feet  below  the  surface  ;  it  has  been 
cleared  by  order  of  the  present  Pope, 
who  has  also  caused  it  to  be  surrounded 
by  a  wall.  A  little  to  the  right  stands 
a  single  pillar,  called  the  temple  of 
Pbocis,  as  if  to  announce  to  posterity 
the  fate  of  its  other  members.  The 
Portico  to  the  Temple  of  Concord  is 
still  remaining,  though  much  decayed, 
it  consists  of  eigiit  pillars  of  the  Ionic 
order.  Betw’cen  the  Capitol  and  the 
Palatine  Hill,  appear  the  mnains  of  a 
Temple  dedicated  to  Jupiter  Stator; 
they  consist  of  three  columns  of  the 
Corinthian  Order,  and  are  considered  its 
finest  model.  Time  will,  I  fear,  shortly 
level  them  also,  as  they  are  obliged  to 
be  fastened  together  wilii  iron  cramps. 
Nearly  opposite  this  ruin,  are  the  re- 
mains  of  a  Temple  dedicated  to  Anto¬ 
ninus  and  Faustina.  The  Portico  com- 
|M>se'J  of  ten  coiiiir.ns  of  solid  black 
iiiarhic,  anciently  called  fViris//ii«, 

is  in  a  very  decayed  state:  a  church 
attached  to  the  Portico  has  been  erected 
out  of  its  ruins.  A  little  farther  to  the 
left,  stands  the  mngniliceiit  ruin  of  the 
Temple  of  Peace,  of  which  only  three 
arches  remain.  Thu  single  remaining 
pillar  was  placed  in  front  of  the  church 
of  Santa  .Maria  Maggiore,  crowned  with 
the  bgurc  of  the  Virgin.  This  beauti¬ 
ful  Temple  was  entirely  burnt  down 
during  the  reign  of  Comniodus.  Di¬ 
rectly  opposite  stood  Nero's  Golden 
House,  wiiich  was  demolished  by  order 
of  Vespasian,  ns  being  **  too  sumptuous 
even  for  a  Roman  Emperor.**  The 
arch  of  Titus  terminates  the  other  end 
of  the  Forum,  the  basso  relicvoi  were

Every  one  knows  that  the  surface 
of  the  body  is  covered,  above  the 
true  skin^  by  the  cuticle  or  evarf  skin.  | 
This  is  a  thin  memitrane,  save  when  it  r 
is  exposed  to  pressure  and  rubbing 
(friction).  In  this  ca.se,  it  becomei 
much  thickened  and  hardened,  .ns  on  the 
soles  of  the  feet,  and  on  the  palms  of 
the  hands.  And  il  is  not  unworthy  of 
remark,  that  the  induration  is  in  direct 
proportion  to  these  agents;  i.  e.  to  the 
exigency..  But  there  is  a  , 

ration  when  the  pres.sure  exceeds,  orii  | 
applied  where  it  is  not  ever  necessnry. 
Jn  this  case,  tlic  distinguishing  name  of 
Corns  has  been  applied  to  the  diseased 
parts. 

Every  one  who  has  seen  a  poultics 
applied,  may  remark,  that  it  had  the 
ell'ect  of  suflening,  generally  of  detach¬ 
ing,  the  cuticle.  Now,  let  a  poultice  of 
such  size  and  consistence  ns  will  pre¬ 
serve  its  moisture  around  the  part,  lie 
applied  to  the  otfending  corn  at  lied 
time:  on  the  following  morning  the 
greater  part  of  the  indurated  cuticle 
(the  corn)  may  be  removed  by  the  fis- 
gers.  A  little  spermaceti  ointment  may 
be  used  during  the  following  day,  <ur  the 
part  may  he  entirely  neglected.  It  may 
in  some  cases  be  necessary,  to  repeat 
this  process  once  or  twice,  and  the  cure 
is  safe,  easy,  and  certain.  '

take  any  stains  or  spots  of  grease  out 
of  ladies  mourning  dresses,  such  li 
bomhasins,  crape  cloth,  &c.  it  is  only 
necessary  to  rub  the  soiled  part  with  a 
sponge  dipped  in  the  liquor.

Mr.  Morier  has  agiiin 
conferred  an  important  benefit,  nut 
alone  to  Furopean  literature,  hut  to 
tlie  literature  of  the  whole  world.  Per¬ 
haps  no  one  was  heller  qualified  for  the 
arduous  task  than  himself;  for  joined 
to  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  ' 
modern  ffrieiital  languages,  Mr.  Morier 
was  not  less  well  versed  in  the  clasHiciil 
languages  of  antiquity.  He  possessed, 
moreover,  an  unbounded  thirst  fur 
knowledge,  a  mind  active  and  ardent 
in  research,  and  whirh  was  not  to  be 
checked  hy  ordinary  difiiciillies,  or  im¬ 
peded  by  the  obstacles  thrown  in  hit 
way  by  bigotled,  ignorant,  and  super, 
stilious  nations.  His  investigations  he 
has,  therefore,  pursued  wilti  a  socress 
-  unparalleled,  and  which  seem  to  imve 
fully  rew.irded  the  eiilerprising  spirit 
ill  which  they  were  undertaken.  VVe 
do  not  pretend  to  say,  but  that  perhspi 
be  derived  many  advantages  from  the 
ofliciai  situation  he  held  during  the 
period  of  time  occupied  in  his  jour¬ 
ney,  and  from  the  friendiy  connexioni 
which  were  then  cslalilished  between 
Eng  land  and  Persia.  Still  it  rei|uirei 
a  very  dilferenl  temperament  of  dis¬ 
position,  than  that  we  in  general  meet 
with,  to  improve  such  faciliiies,  and 
turn  them  profitably  fo  acconnl.  Mr. 
.Morier  lias  seldom  relied  upon  hear¬ 
say  comiminicalioiis,  which  too  often, 
like  Ihe  false  glare  of  llie  “  Wilbo*- 
the-Wisp,”  deceive  the  loo  credulous 
traveller.  He  has  rather  anxiously  en¬ 
deavoured  to  be  an  eye-witness  of  all 
that  he  relates,  and  fo  rest  bis  faith 
solely  upon  the  coiivicTiuiii  of  self- 
evidence.  He  sanclioiis  by  liis  to* 
limotiv  much  of  Sir  John  Chardin's 
valuable  infurmation,  although  in  two 
instaaccf  be  bts  corrected  the  errors 
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of  ihit  celebrated  traTeller  ;  naraelj, 
hii  account*  of  Casorn,  and  the  Ihirty- 
lif  columns  of  black  marble  which 
Chardin  was  told  existed  at  Artaxata, 
but  which  Mr.  Morier  has  not  been 
aide  to  discover,  or  obtain  any  accre¬ 
dited  tradition  of  from  the  inhabitants 
of  that  city.  Mr.  Morier  has  illustrated, 
with  cunsiderahle  ability  and  in*;ennity, 
inanv  passaj^es  of  scriptural  liistory, 
and  discovered  in  many  of  the  Oriental 
customs  ol  the  modern  day  a  slron<; 
atbnity  with  those  of  the  Jewish  Hie¬ 
rarchy.  Ho  lias  likewise  interpreted 
several  passages  of  the  historian  Hero¬ 
dotus,  which  the  scholar  will  find  wor¬ 
thy  of  his  attention.  \Vc  cannot  too 
niijrh  admire  the  simple  unaHected 
style  of  his  narration,  the  l:in‘;tin:5e  of 
which  is  always  int(‘lli;;ihle,  and  the 
ineanin;;  plain.  His  pencil  has  been 
likewise  emj)lo)e(l  in  tracinj;  several, 
we  are  told  faithful,  sketches,  and 
views  of  the  scenery  of  those  coun¬ 
tries,  and  which  form  a  very  valuable 
addition  to  the  work.  We  sliall  not 
attempt,  from  onr  confined  limits,  to 
make  any  extracts,  which  at  best  wonid 
give  our  readers  hnt  a  very  faint  idea  of 
the  whole  work,  hut  sincerely  recom¬ 
mend  it  to  their  attention,  as  com- 
bining;  great  depth  of  leuriiing  with 
extensive  informalioii.

W'k  know  not  whether  we  shall  im¬ 
pair  the  high  estimalion  in  which  our 
Literary  Ueview  is  held,  when  we  ho- 
neiliy  confess,  (hat  had  il  not  been 
(ur  the  repiihlicatioii  of  the  present 
work,  we  should  still  have  remained 
in  the  must  profound  ignorance  of  its 
pre  exislonee.  But  siieii  is  the  naked 
truth  ;  and  indeed  this  cuntession  tiie 
author  has  himself  anticipated,  and 
aiinost  prevented  onr  avowal  that  wc 
were  not  among  the  **  scanty  number” 
of  its  former  circulation.  W  e  are,  how¬ 
ever,  indebted  for  the  coniessioii,  as  it 
will  serve  as  a  protecting  armour  of 
defence  from  the  “  arrowy  IliglU” 
which  would  olherwise  have  been  di- 
recied  against  us.  But  surely  this 
leeiiiing  neglect  and  iiidill'erence  which 
attended  its  (ormer  introduction  into 
the  world,  cannot  he  attributed  to  any 
want  of  interest  in  (he  work  itself,  as 


it  affords  abundant  matter  for  the  deep 
and  intelligent  reader.  Neither  was  its 
author  an  upstart  in  literature,  or  ono 
who  was  about  to  flesh  his  sword  in 
the  field  of  letters.  On  I  he  contrary, 
rather,  his  shield  was  emhin/oiied  with 
the  heraldry  of  his  prowess,  and  hit 
name  associated  with  the  captains  of 
the  day,  while  his  former  achievemenU 
ranked  high  in  public  estimatiun.  Or, 
to  speak  without  metaphor,  his  poeti¬ 
cal,  as  well  as  prose,  works,  had  been 
universally  read,  and  as  universally  ad¬ 
mired  ;  nnd  were  destined  to  form, 
in  after  ages,  a  hold  specimen  of  the 
literature  of  tlie  nineteenth  century. 
We  are  still  at  a  loss,  therefore,  to  assign 
the  real  cause  (or  the  former  limited 
circiilalioii  of  **  The  Friend,”  which 
no  surmises  of  our  own  can  satisfac¬ 
torily  account  for.  Btit,  according  to 
the  old  adage,  “  Belter  late  I  ban  iie- 
never ;”  and  we  are  confident  our 
readers  will  join  in  hearty  coneiirrenco 
with  our  <‘xelama(ion,  when  they  shall 
have  perused  the  work  iiself.  There  it 
muih  mailer  dispersed  throughout 
these  volumes,  which  will  not  bear 
a  transient  view,  or  a  rapid  perusal. 
A  close  and  accurate  allenlion.  joined 
with  calm  and  dispa«siunale  feeiingw, 
wholly  divested  of  prejudice,  will  ra¬ 
ther  oftentimes  be  reijuired  in  tiie  exa¬ 
mination  of  many  propositions  ad¬ 
vanced  by  the  author.  Much  abstract 
reasoi'.iiig  and  nice  deductions  might  he 
produced  from  some  of  his  data,  nf.d 
iiirnis!»  prolific  subjects  for  the  display 
of  argumentative  sohllely.  We  ques¬ 
tion.  indeed,  whether  we  have  always 
thorougb.ly  comprehended  his  mean¬ 
ing,  or  whether,  in  reducing  his  theo¬ 
ries  to  anticipnied  petit  tire,  we  have  not 
Irequenlly  ( to  ourselves  at  least)  ren¬ 
dered  intricacy  more  intricate.  We  had 
not  intended  making  any  extracts,  hut 
we  have  been  induced  from  our  piirpoic 
by  the  heaiililiil  simplicity  of  the  idea, 
and  striking  force  conveyed  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  passage; 

“  There  never  perhaps  existed  a 
school-hoy  who,  hiving,  when  he  re¬ 
tired  to  rest,  careies<.|y  blown  out  his 
candle,  aiid  having  chanced  to  notice, 
ns  he  lay  upon  his  bed  in  the  ensuing 
darkness,  (he sullen  light  which  had  sur¬ 
vived  the  extinguished  flame,  did  nut, 
at  some  time  or  other,  watch  that  linht 
as  i(  his  mind  were  hound  to  il  hy  a 
spell.  It  lades  nnd  revives — gathers  to 
a  point — seems  as  if  it  would  go  out  in 
a  moment^again  reroverv  ils  strength.

nay  bfcomei  brighter  than  before  :  it 
continues  to  thine  with  an  endurance, 
which  in  its  apparent  weakness  is  a 
inyslcrT — it  protracts  its  existence  so 
long,  clinging  to  the  power  which  sup¬ 
ports  it,  that  the  oh4erver,  who  had  laid 
down  ill  his  bed  so  cas) •minded,  be¬ 
comes  sad  and  melancholy  :  his  sym¬ 
pathies  are  touched  —  it  is  to  him  an 
intimalion  and  an  image  of  departing 
human  life, — the  thought  comes  nearer 
to  him ~ it  is  the  lite  of  a  venerated 
parent,  of  a  beloved  brother  or  sister, 
or  of  an  aged  domestic  ;  who  arc  gone 
to  the  grave,  or  whose  destiny  it  soon 
may  he  thus  to  linger,  thus  to  hang 
upon  the  Inst  point  of  mortal  exist¬ 
ence,  thus  linallv  to  depart  and  be 
seen  no  more.  This  is  nature  leaching 
seriously  and  sweetly  through  the  atfec- 
tions— melting  the  heart,  and,  through 
that  instinct  of  tenderness,  developing 
the  iinderstandif’g.*’ 

Of  all  the  virtoos  which  inPuence  the 
human  breast,  iiieiuUliip  is  the  most 
pure  and  exalted  —  't'e  worship,  vene¬ 
rate,  and  adort*,  tlu*  proud  dislinctions 
of  so  gem  ions  a  passion.  It  is,  there¬ 
fore,  with  no  common  fe<diifgs,  that  we 
point  out  the  amiahlt*  eat  dour  and 
steady  IViendsh.lp  which  guides  the  pen 
oflNlr.  Coleridge  in  the  biography  of  Sir 
A.  Kail,  and  whose  language  does  as 
much  honour  to  his  mind  as  his  heart. 
But  we  think  his  remonsliauces  against 
the  silence  of  that  oflicei's  services  are 
ill-timed,  and  uncalled  for. — Was  a 


censure  unauthorized,  wanton,  an^ 
unprovoked.  Abating  this  single  cir. 
cumstance,  “  The  Friend”  has  proved 
a  most  sociable  companion  in  our 
library,  and  alTorded  us  unfeigned  plea, 
sure.  Wc  have  derived  much  informa¬ 
tion  from  its  contents— we  have  been 
led  to  investigate  many  subjects,  and 
in  tracing  the  rivulet’s  course  hare 
approached  the  well-head  o  f  Useful 
knowledge  ;  and  wc  even  anticipate 
much  entertainment,  when  wc  shall  re- 
turn  to  a  second  perusal  at  no  very 
distant  period.

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baronetcy,  we  believe  gralnilonsly  con¬ 
ferred,  nothing  ?  Was  llte  .•‘jiprohation 
of  his  sovereign,  expressly  eons  eyed 
in  a  letter  to  that  gallant  oiruer,  from 
the  Secretary  Duiulas  (we  <]note  from 
IMr.  Coleridge),  of  no  consnleialiim  ? 
Was  no  value  to  he  attached  to  the 
free  gift  of  1000/,?  Surely  these  form 
allogelher  a  m»*sl  convincing  proof  of 
the  high  esimation  in  which  Sir  A.  Hail’s 
meritorious  conduct  was  held,  ami  how 
much  his  mmy  services  were  appre¬ 
ciated  and  acknowlcdg<d.  The  indif¬ 
ferent  silence  of  newspaper  repoil<*rs 
cannot  be  viewed  as  alVeclirig  any  offi¬ 
cer’s  services,  nor  the  confined  article 
of  an  Fncycli'prvdia  lend  to  lt>wer  and 
abase  his  character.  If  the  ministry 
neglect  to  propose  the  nano*  ol  sncli 
u  man  to  the  sovereign,  or  Ihc  sove¬ 
reign  refuse  to  listen  to  their  projm*»i- 
tion,  such  conduct  would  well  call  down 
reproach  and  disapprobation.

Fvery  valley  shall  he  ex¬ 
alted,  and  every  iiioiinlain  and  hill  he 
made  low  ;  and  the  crooked  shall  be 
made  straight,  and  the  rengh  places 
plain,  and  Ihe  glory  of  Ihc  Lord  shall  be 
revealed,  and  all  flesh  shall  see  it  loge- 
ther.’  Darkness  and  ignorance  shall 
flee  away  before  the  *  Day  spring  from 
on  high.’  *  The  wilderness  and  the  soli¬ 
tary  place  shall  he  glad,  and  the  desert 
shall  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the  rose.’

Alter  shewing  the  futility  and  perni¬ 
cious  tendency  of  all  attempts  to  re¬ 
form  and  benefit  man  by  the  sole  efforts 
of  human  reason  and  human  philoso¬ 
phy,  in  utter  rejection  of  the  doctrines 
autl  sancti»»ns  of  the  (lospel,  the  reve¬ 
rend  author  iinkes  this  admirable  de¬ 
duction,  to  the  convincing  force  of 
which  we  most  readily  assent  — “  It  is 
ill  the  spiritual  dominion  of  (  hrist,  and 
in  that  alone,  that  we  shall  find  suHi- 
cient  energy  to  etVert  and  secure  the 
subjugation  of  matter  to  mind,  of  pas- 
•ion  to  reasou,  and  of  time  to  eler- 
nitv.” 

The  Doctor  then  dwells  at  some 
Jenglli  upon  the  leading  means  and 
inslriiinents  appointed  in  the  moral 
government  of  a  merciful  Providence 
for  the  reformation  of  man,  and  the 
ulliinate  estahlt!>iim(‘nt  of  Messiah's 
kingdom, — a  visihle Church — an  autho¬ 
rized  Ministry — and  the  written  Word. 
— All  these  he  establishes  in  their  origi¬ 
nal  importance  hy  a  very  torcililc  strain 
of  arguments — and  then  goes  on  to 
niention  other  powerful  accessories  for 
carrying  into  elVecl  the  Divine  appoint¬ 
ment,  and  promoting  the  advance 
of  the  kingdom  of  (dirisl — Such  as — 
“  The  extending  civilization  of  mo¬ 
dern  times. 

“  The  general  and  increasing  difl’u- 
lion  of  iiherai  and  scientific  knowledge. 

“  The  active  c«»mmerci<il  intercourse 
between  ail  parts  of  the  world. 

The  invention  of  the  art  of  prinl- 

“  And  the  inslitniion  of  scluiols,  iip- 
ou au  iinproviit  uicilunl  of  in.^tructiuii, 
lor  the  children  ol’lho  poor.” 

V\^e  take  upon  us  toi|viote  the  obser¬ 
vations  of  the  author  upon  the  two  last- 
mentioned  points,  as  containing  much 
interesting  matter  in  reference  to  the 
lately  introduced  system  of  national 
instruction,  and  as  placing  it  in  that 
advantageous  light  wiiicti  one  would 
tliiiik  cannot  be  ilenied  by  any  indi¬ 
vidual  who  has  the  slightest  portion 
of  intellectual  power  to  discriminate 
between  good  and  evil,  and  to  decide 
between  the  blessing  and  the  curse. 

The  art  of  printing  places  that  in- 
Vtiliuble  treasure,  the  sacred  Word  of 
God,  within  the  reach  of  all  classes  of 
^ietyt  and  enables  us  also  to  give, 
with  great  facility,  to  our  poor  bre¬ 


thren,  the  results  of  the  studies  and 
labours  of  learned  and  pious  men,  in 
explanation  and  illustration  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  These  advantages,  without 
the  assistance  of  the  press,  could  only 
be  obtained  hy  maiiiiul  transcription,  or 
by  oral  instruction,  and,  of  course,  must 
be  confined  to  a  comparatively  limited 
extent. 

“  Tims  a  new  and  interesting  path  of 
duty  is  opened  to  all  who  pray  with 
earnestness  and  sinetTily  for  the  ad¬ 
vance  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 

“  Distributing  largely  and  freely  the 
Sacred  Scriptures,  is  sowing  the  good 
seed,  that  cannot  renniii  unfruitful, 
hut  must  eventually  produce  the  ri|>en- 
ing  harvest  of  piety,  gratitude,  uud 
righteousness. 

The  boasted  philosophy  of  anti¬ 
quity,  it  is  well  known,  invited  only 
the  superior  classes  of  society  to  its 
schools  of  wisdom.  The  poor  were 
totally  disregarded,  as  unworthy  the 
notice  of  the  priest,  and  below  the 
regard  ofreligimi. 

Not  so,  the  Christian  Dispensa¬ 
tion.  Our  blessed  Saviour  himself 
stales  it  as  one  of  the  proofs  of  his 
religion,  one  of  the  evidences  of  its 
divinity, — that  *  tlie  poor  have  the 
gospel  preached  unto  them.*  What 
an  important  and  dignified  character 
does  this  stamp  upon  that  very  inte¬ 
resting  discovery  of  modern  times,— 
the  improved  method  of  leaching,  em¬ 
ployed  in  lh(‘  pious  labours  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Society  :  by  which  all  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  poor,  in  every  parish,  may 
he,  and  i  trii-it  shortly  will  be,  easily, 
cheaply,  and  ciVectriully,  brought  under 
instriielion.  and  taught  to  read  and  to 
understand  the  Word  of  (iod.'* 

“  'file  Christian  charity  of  these 
schools,  in  conjimctioii  with  the  cir- 
rui.ilion  oftlielSacred  Scriptures,  sup¬ 
plies  the  means  of  a  large  and  rapid 
increase  to  the  kingdom  of  Christ ; 
and  therefore,  although  comparatively 
recent,  these  charitable  inslitutioiis 
may  ho  considered  as  powerful  instru¬ 
ments  intrusted  to  our  duty  and  gra¬ 
titude  for  carrying  forward  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  redeeming  grace.” 

Dr.  Yates  then,  in  consummatii  ii 
of  his  reasoning,  refers  the  eilicieiicy 
of  these  accessories  to  the  union  of 
them  with  the  primary,  the  most  essen¬ 
tial,  the  indispensable  means  of  grace, 
— the  public  ministry  of  the  Word,— - 
the  due  administration  of  the  Sacra¬ 
ments, — and  the  public  piayeri  and 
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the  inme  time,  inofit  justly,  that  the 
neglect  and  disuse  ot  puhlic  wumhip 
must  evenlually  render  all  other  means 
of  Christian  instruction  ineflicient  of 
their  beneficial  purposes.  Hence  he 
takes  occasion  to  remark'  upon  the 
necessity  for  building  New  Churches 
in  those  districts  in  which  several  hiin- 
dred  thousands  of  nominal  Chrisliaiis, 
nominal  memtiers  of  the  Church  of 
England,  have  long  been,  and  still  are, 
without  the  possibility  of  attending 
their  parish-church,  or  receiving  in¬ 
struction  and  consolation  from  their 
parochial  Minister. 

Cpon  this  head  the  Reverend  Author 
makes  several  references  to  his  two  pul)- 
lications  mentioned  in  the  beginning  of 
this  article. —  And  indeed  we  regard  this 
Discourse  as  a  most  excellent  digest  of 
the  princi|)les  and  arguments  of  both 
those  works, —  or,  perhaps,  we  had  bet¬ 
ter  said,  a  most  useful  improvement  of 
their  subject  upon  spiiiln.il  grounds; 
— We  have  been  cdiiit’d  and  informed 
by  the  perusal  of  it,  and  we  most  cor¬ 
dially  thank  the  Hexerimd  Author,  in 
the  name  of  holli  the  I^linistry  and  the 
Members  at  large  of  the  iv<«lahii<»hed 
Church,  for  the  pains  which  he  has 
taken,  and  the  talents  he  has  cmu. 
ployed  ill  urging  the  comprehensive 
and  important  words  of  the  text, 
so  impressively,  so  seasonably,  and 
so  appropriately  upon  the  attention 
and  conviction  of  his  hearers  and  liis 
readers,  in  language  nervous  and  en'ec- 
tive,  in  argument. itioii  sound  and  con¬ 
vincing,  and  in  deductions  nccuraleand 
irrefragable — hut,  above  all,  with  a 
Christian  fervour  and  a  Ministerial 
faithfulness  that  evince  not  only  the 
zealous  and  the  learned  Divine,  hut 
the  honest  and  impartial  advocate  of 
Truth. —  In  jiislilicatiun  of  this  lauda¬ 
tory  close  ol  our  review,  we  ijuote  the 
two  passages  with  which  he  sums  up  his 
observations  upon  the  want  of  paro¬ 
chial  edifices  for  public  wurship. 

“  Edifices  for  puhlic  worship  are 
indeed  ahsolutely  necessary  ;  but  will 
be  of  small  avail,  unless  the  ministerial 
offices  arc  zealously,  carelully,  se¬ 
riously,  impressively  performed.  The 
Tastorul  Charge  is  of  all  other  avoca¬ 
tions  the  most  useful  and  iiiteresiing, 
as  well  as  the  most  sacred  and  solemn. 

*  Occupied  in  ditl'using,  inculcating, 
and  defending  Ibc  saving  and  con¬ 
solatory  truths  of  the  gospel,— in  ad- 


nllevialing  misery, — and  instilling  ar^ 
confirming  the  siiblimcst  hope,  tht 
Minister  of  the  Church  of  England ii, 
hv  his  profession  and  empIo\mcn| 
the  Friend  of  Humanity,  and  the  Beue. 
factor  of  his  Country.’* 

“  We  have  volnnlariiy  taken  upon 
ourselves  the  aweful  respou.sihilily  :  jf 
the  heart  and  the  adeclious  he  eng.ii^ed 
in  the  cause;  if  we  consider  our  pro. 
fessional  employments,  not  only  the 
most  rational,  hut  also  the  most  plea¬ 
sant  ;  that  which  we  love,  and  in  which 
we  take  ilelight,  will  be  well  done,  will 
he  beneficially  done.

Ffb.  4.  To-night,  Mr.  Hunt  made 
his  debut  in  the  character  of  Captain 
Muchealh^  in  the  “  He^rgur’s  Optra^** 
and  was  very  favoiirahly  received, 
though  his  powers  do  not  promise  to 
be  of  th&l  commanding  cast,  which  is 
required  in  this  remarkable  personage. 
His  figure  is  tall  and  genteel,  and  his 
whole  appearance  rather  prepossessing; 
his  voice,  however,  is  very  uneven, 
some  of  its  notes  being  remarkably  full 
and  sweet,  and  others,  in  an  eifual 
degree,  harsh  and  nnmn'>ical.  Perhaps, 
when  he  is  more  accustomed  to  the 
house,  he  may  succeed  better  in  the 
adaption  of  his  tones,  hut  lie  certainly 
failed,  in  not  a  few  instances,  to  strike 
our  ears  with  that  full  volume  of  tone, 
which  the  occasions  seemed  to  demand. 
One  of  the  most  spirited  features  in  the 
whole,  was  his  execution  of  **  Haw 
happjf  toufd  i  he  either,'*  and  we 
are  disposed  to  think  favourably  of  his 
taste  I  lliough  perii.ips  that,  as  well  as 
his  voice,  may  furnish  topics  to  cen¬ 
sure  as  well  as  praise.  He  was  more 
than  once  encored,  but  the  general 
effect  of  his  vocal  exertions  was  not 
•nch  as  to  justify  us  in  predicting  any 
extraordinary  career  on  the  authority 
of  this  one  example. 

Fsb.  10.  This  evening  a  new  Tra¬ 
gedy.  called  “  Evadne,  or  the  Statue," 
ultered  from  Siiihley’s  “  Tmitar,"  and 
writ  ten  hy  Mr.  Sin  el,  was  performed, 
for  the  first  time,  to  a  crowded  audience.

all  Ins  attempts.  Tiiese  attempts  were 
rendered  equally  abortive,  by  thedii. 
like  of  Evadne  to  t,Uiljviro,  and  by  the 
ntlarhmenl  she  felt  towards  another 
iiohlemaii  named  f'*irenlio,  (C.  Kem¬ 
ble).  The  treasonous  designs  of 
vico  reach  tlic  ear  of  Colanna,  who 
reveals  them  to  the  Kinf'  (.Abbot),  in 
council,  and  in  the  presence  of  Aii'/o- 
vico  liimself.  He  contrives  to  eiode 
this  accusation  by  professions  of  dev©, 
tron  to  his  sovereign,  by  retorting  the 
charge  on  (  a/onna,  and  hy  engaging  to 
render  the  A7/»g  master  of  the  person  of 
Eradnex  with  this  additional  triiiinph, 
that  Cnlonna  himself  shall  conduct  hii 
sister  to  the  royal  tied.  He  begins  thii 
scheme  of  mischief  hy  rausinga  quarrel 
between /7Ve/i//e  and  Evadae,  in  which 
he  is  assisted  hy  a  lady  of  higher  rank 
than  virtue,  named  Oiiria  {\\r9.  Fauril), 
and  they  together  contrive,  hy  the  nioit 
artful  expedients,  to  persuade  him  that 
Evadne,  from  whom  he  had  been  some 
months  separated,  during  a  residence 
in  Florence,  is  secretly  the  mistress  of 
the  King.  He  treats  her  with  hidig. 
nity,  and  in  spile  of  the  elforts  uf 
Evadae^  Cotonna  arrives  at  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  his  conduct,  and  chalicngei 
him  to  singhe  combat,  in  which  /Vren- 
tio,  as  is  supposed,  is  killed,  and  Co- 
loNtin,  hy  virtue  of  a  severe  law  recently 
passed  against  dneliing,  is  rondetnned 
to  dentil  for  the  murder.  He  is  visited 
in  prison  by  Ludovico,  who  proinisei 
him,  ill  the  name  of  the  Kins,  full  par¬ 
don  for  the  otfence,  on  condition  that 
he  himself  shall  conduct  his  sister  to 
the  chamber  of  the  Kino,  q'be  noble 
mind  of  Colanna  is  roused  to  mndiiesf 
at  this  indignity,  and  he  is  easily  in¬ 
duced,  at  the  «*nggeslion  of  l.udarico, 
to  undertake  the  murder  of  his  Sove¬ 
reign,  which  is  renden'd,  hy  the  pro¬ 
posed  interview,  a  crime  of 
petralimi.

Where  slie  en¬ 
deavours  to  divert  her  bi other's  snspi- 
ciuas  from  her  lover;  and  wiiere  she 
nicets  the  latter,  after  being  informed 
that  he  is  tt>  marry  anotlier,  she  was 
peculiarly  happy.  Air.  Voung  was  also 
equally  tine  in  his  part.  His  iiliint 
admonitions,  his  jealousy  of  honour, 
his  rage  at  imputed  indignity,  his  ven- 
g'Miice,  and  relenting  misgivings,  were 
all  udniirahiy  delineated,  it  is  a  per¬ 
fect  conception  of  character,  emhodied 
in  a  spirited  and  diseriminatiiig  (‘xeeii- 
tion.

Tne  tierce  and  terrible 
have  in  iiim  their  most  energetic  re¬ 
presentative ;  bulweeaimol  s.i>  we  are 
I  salistied  that  he  did  nut  overact  the 
tfailur.  Uis  iiiulignily  and  remorse- 


ness  were  true  to  the  darkest  drawing 
of  the  elder  poet,  but  we  ttioiiglit  his 
fawning  or  s\cophaiiey  too  iiotoiioiis. 
It  was  what  must  lia ve  awakened  sus¬ 
picion  in  citniidieg  minds,  and  must 
have  done  more  in  lliose  \>!io  mis- 
doubted  and  accused  him.  't'he  part  is 
that  of  Maebievai,  and  we  must  have 
in  it  finesse  as  delicate  as  resolution 
firm  and  desperate.

C.  Kemble  iliHpinyed  Ins  acenstomed 
talent;  and  Mr.  Abbott  acquitted  iiim- 
seif  with  that  ability  be  so  often  em¬ 
ploys  to  reiuier  secondary,  feeble,  or 
disagree.ible  rharaeiers  elective  on  the 
stage,  instead  of  taking  tlieir  natiiral 
station  among  the  ranks  of  mediocrity, 
or  in  the  sliaiies  of  obseiirily.

Fur  these  incotimable  blev*in;;s,  we  cannot 
but  be  Kiaieful  to  tiiai  Providence  whicli 
watches  over  the  de<.tinie<.  of  nations. 

As  the  tern)  liniiied  for  the  operation  of 
the  Cnminrreial  ('onvrnlion  with  (treat 
Rrilnii)  will  expire  e.irly  in  the  inooiii  of 
duly  next,  nnd  it  was  deemed  iiupoiiant 
that  there  siiould  be  no  interval,  during 
which  that  portion  of  our  cotunierce  wUicli 
w.'is  provided  for  by  tliat  t'onvtMitiou, 
should  not  he  regulated,  either  by  ariange- 
meot  between  the  two  liovetomeiiis,  or  by 
the aultiorily  of  (.*ongre«.s,  the  \linisier  ofthe 
United  Stales  at  London  w.as  insirucled, 
early  in  the  last  Miiouier  to  invite  the  at  ten. 
tion  of  the  Riitidi  (iovernnient  to  the 
subject,  with  a  view  to  that  object.  He 
was  instructed  to  propo-e,  also,  that  toe 
ne|(ociatiun  wliirh  it  was  proposed  to  open, 
nii|(htextend  to  the  general  t  ooiiuerce  of  the 
two  countries,  and  to  every  oliicr  interest 
and  unsettled  ditremice  bclwcen  them  ; 
particularly  those  rclatin;  to  iiopie^sinent, 
the  fi'>herie«,  nnd  boundaries,  in  the  hope 
that  an  nrrangeiiuMit  loight  be  made,  on 
principles  of  reciprocal  advantage,  which 
might  ctnnprehctKl  and  provide  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  inanner  for  all  liieve  high  coocerns. 

1  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  that  liie 
proposal  was  received  by  the  Rritish  (>overn* 
meut  in  the  spirit  which  prompted  it;  nnd 
that  a  negociaiion  has  been  opened  at 
London,  riubracing  all  these  objects.  On 
full  consideration  of  the  great  extent  and 
intignilude  of  the  tiust,  it  was  thoiight 
proper  to  commit  it  to  nut  less  than  two  of 
our  distinguished  citizens;  and.  in  conse* 
queiice,  the  Envoy  Extraordinary  and 
Ifihliter  Plenipntenti.nry  of  the  United 


Stales,  at  Paris,  has  been  associated  witli 
oar  Envoy  lixiraordiiiary  and  Ministrr 
Plenipotentiary  at  London ;  to  boih  yf 
whom  corresjionding  instructions  have  hfro 
given;  nnd  they  are  now  engaged  in  the 
discharge  of  its  duties.  It  is  proper  to  add, 
that  to  prevent  iinv  iiironvetiicnce  resiiliinj^ 
from  the  delay  incident  to  a  iiegociation  on 
so  many  important  subjects,  it  was  agr»-td, 
before  entering  on  it,  that  the  exii,|in|r 
Convention  should  be  continued  for  a  term 
not  Icis  tl*an  eight  years. 

Our  lelatioiis  with  Spain  reuinin  nearly 
in  the  state  in  w  hich  they  were  at  the  clasc 
of  the  last  session,  'riie  ('onveniion  of 
180*2,  providing  ft>r  the  adjustment  of  a 
certain  portion  id  tiie  claims  of  oiir  ciiix-'tu 
for  injorles  sustained  by  spoliatioa,  and  so 
.long  Mi-pendert  by  the  Sponi-h  (loverninent, 
has  at  length  been  ralitied  by  it;  bill  no 
ill i.iiigement  lias  yet  been  made  for  the 
payment  of.inother  portion  of  like  claims, 
II  It  less  exIenOve  or  well  founded,  or  for 
other  classes  of  claims,  or  for  the  settlement 
of  boaiidaries.  'I’hese  subjects  have  ag.iin 
been  brought  under  consideration  in  lioih 
counities,  but  no  ngreemetit  has  heen  en* 
teied  into  lespecting  them.  In  the  me.an 
lime,  eve^l^  li.avc  oeeiined  which  cbarly 
prove  the  ill  effect  of  the  policy  which  that 
Cnvernincnt  has  so  long  pursued  on  i!ie 
friendly  relations  of  Che  two  connirirs, 
which,  it  is  presumed,  it  is  at  least  of  ni 
much  imporlanee  to  Spain,  as  to  the  United 
Slates  (u  maintain.  .\  stale  of  things  Itns 
existed  in  the  Floridas,  the  tendency  of 
wliicli  has  heen  obvious  to  .all  who  have 
paid  file  slightest  attention  to  the  iirugrrsi 
of  affairs  in  that  quarter,  'riiroiighniii  the 
whole  of  those  provinces  to  which  the 
Spanish  title  extends  the  (lovernmciit  of 
Spain  has  scarcely  been  fell.  Its  aiilhniity 
has  been  conlined,  almost  exclusively,  to  the 
walls  of  Pensacola  nnd  .St.  Auga«iine, 
within  wliicii  only  small  garrisons  have  heen 
rnaiiiiaincd.  Adventurers  from  every  coun¬ 
try,  fugitives  from  justice,  and  absconding 
sl.ives,  have  found  au  asylum  there,  .'■evc* 
ral  tribes  of  Indians,  strong  in  the  number 
of  their  warriors,  remurknble  for  llifir 
ferocity,  nnd  whose  settlements  extend  to 
our  limits,  inhabit  tho-c  provinces.  These 
different  hordes  of  people  connected  toge¬ 
ther,  di^resarding,  on  the  one  side,  the 
tiUliiorily  of  Spain,  and  protected,  on  the 
other,  by  an  imaginary  line  which  separates 
Florida  from  the  United  States,  have  vio* 
latcd  oitr  laws  prohibiting  the  introduction 
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gfilaffs,  have  pract'H«‘d  various  fraiidii  on 
I  ovr revenue,  and  cominilted  every  kind  uf 
oHiraf^e  on  our  peaceahie  citizens  wliicli 
Ibfir  proximity  to  us  enabled  tlieri  to  per* 
petrale.  The  invasion  of  Amelia  Uland 
Isot  year,  by  a  small  band  of  advt'ntiirers, 
I  pot  exceeding;  150  in  ntimlter,  wiio  wrested 
I  it  from  the  inconsiderable  Spanish  force 
]  it.ilioned  there,  and  held  it  several  inonth«, 
I  durinc  which  a  single  feeble  ellort  only  was 
I  made  to  recover  it,  w  hich  failed,  ilearly 

!  proves  how  completely  extinct  the  Spuni?h 
aulhiirily  had  become;  as  the  conduct  of 
those  adventurers,  w  hile  in  posoession  of  the 
Island,  as  distinctly  shows  the  pernicioiH 
purposes  for  which  their  combination  had 
breii  formed. 

This  country  had,  in  fact,  become  the 
theatre  of  every  spi'cies  of  lawie^n  adventure. 

F  >Vilh  little  population  of  its  own,  the 
I  Spunisli  authority  ain)o>t  exiinet,  and  the 
I  Colonial  tlovernmcrls  in  a  sia?e  of  Itevidu- 
'  tinn,  ha% ing  no  pretension  to  it,  and  sulh* 

'  ciently  employed  in  their  own  eoncern*,  it 
was  in  a  great  measure  dt  relirl,  and  the 
object  of  eup’.dity  to  everv  adventurer.  A 
•ysiein  of  hue  inei-ring  w:.^  rapidly  oiytauiz- 
ingoverit,  wliicli  menaied,  In  its  con<e* 
qoencos,  the  lawful  eourioerce  of  e»rry 
nation,  and  partirularly  of  the  United 
Slates;  while  it  presented  a  temptation  to 
every  people,  on  w-iiose  sednclion  its  sueerits 
principally  depended.  In  regard  to  the 
United  States,  the  pernicious  elferts  of  this 
aniaw'ful  combination  was  not  cuiilined  to 
the  ocean:  the  I  ndian  tribeshive  constituted 
iheetfeciive  force  in  i'lorida.  With  these 
tribes  these  adventurers  h  id  formed,  at  an 
rarlv  peiind,  a  connexion,  with  a  view  to 
avail  thein'clves  of  that  t.iree  to  pioinute 
their  own  projects  of  arcumulalioa  and 
aggrandizemeat.  It  is  to  the  interference 
of  some  of  thos*  nd  venturers,  in  mi*repie- 
leiiiing  (he  riaims  and  titles  of  the  Indians 
to  land,  and  in  practising  on  their  savage 
propensities,  tint  she  Seminole  w<ir  Is  prin* 
cipallv  to  be  irai  ed.  5leii  who  thus  con¬ 
nect  themselves  with  <;avag<‘  communities. and 
sliinulate  tlicin  So  war.  which  is  alwavs 
attended  on  their  part  w  ith  ;»«‘ls  of  barbarity 
the  mo.st  shocking,  deserve  to  be  viewed  iu 
a  Worse  light  titan  (lie  savages.  Tliey  wiul  i 
certainly  iia\e  noci  tiin  tonii  iuimnn'ty  fniin 
the  punlslinicnl,  w  hich  .aecordiag  to  the  lules 
of  w  arfare  praclifed  by  the ‘•av;ig'’s,  luight 
justly  he  intbrted  on  the  savage-  tltcm-j  Ives. 

If  the  embarra  sinenis  ttf  Spain  pi  evented 
ItT  from  making  an  indemnity  to  our 
citizens,  for  so  long  a  time,  from  her 
Irca-nry,  for  !h**jr  bi-ses  liy  spoliation,  niid 
otherwise,  it  was  .always  in  her  power  to 
have  provided  it,  by  the  re-sion  of  this 
territory.  Of  this  her  (itivernmenl  had 
been  repeatedly  apprised  ;  and  llic  cessitin 
^asthe  more  to  be  anticipated,  as  Spain 
mu-t  have  known  that,  in  ceding  if,  she 
would  in  effect  cede  what  h.nd  become  of 
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little  value  to  her,  aud  would  likewise 
relieve  herself  from  the  important  obliga¬ 
tion  secured  by  the  Tieaty  of  1795,  and  all 
otherl  coinpi omisments  respecting  it.  If 
the  United  Stales,  from  consideration  of 
these  embarrassments,  declined  pressing 
(heir  claim-  in  u  spirit  of  hostility,  (he 
motive  ought  nt  least  to  have  been  duly 
appreciated  by  the  (lovcinment  of  Spain, 
it  is  wet!  known  to  tier  (lovcrnment  that 
other  Powers  have  m.iile  to  the  United 
Slate-  an  indemnity  for  like  lo--es, snslaiiicd 
by  their  citizens  at  the  same  epoch. 

Tliere  i-,  iievertlieies-,  a  limit  beyond 
wliicli  (Ills -piril  of  amity  and  foibearance 
can  ill  no  in-laiiee  be  jnstified.  if  it  was 
proper  to  rely  on  ninicable  negoriition  ftir 
an  iiideninity  for  lo-se-,  it  wonM  not  have 
been  so,  to  have  permitted  the  inability  of 
Spain  to  fnilil  li.  r  engiigements,  and  to 
sust.'iin  her  aiitlioiiiy  in  the  I'loi  ida*,  to  he 
perverted  by  foreign  ioivenluieis  and  s:i- 
v.’iges,  to  piiipt»-cs  so  destructive  to  Ihf*  lives 
of  our  tellow-eitizcn-,  and  the  liighe-t 
intere-l-  <»f  tl»e  Uniteil  Si.uN’s.  Ttie  iig!it 
of  self-defence  never  eca-e-.  It  is  anioug 
the  mo-l  -acred,  ainl  alike  necessary  to 
inlioi.s  and  l«>  indi viduaU.  .\iid,  wiictlwT 
llie  atl  It  k  be  niadi*  by  Spain  herself,  or  by 
Ihuke  vv!ioa!»n-e  her  Power,  it-  ohiig.ilioii 
is  not  the  le-H  stro'’g.  Ttu*  inva«ler-  of 
Amelia  l-laiid  had  a— umed  a  popular  ai  d 
respected  title,  under  which  they  might 
approacii  and  wound  us.  As  (heir  ohjectwaH 
di.-tiocily  seen,  and  the  duly  imposed  on  the 
Mxeciilive,  by  an  existing  law,  was  pro¬ 
foundly  fell,  (hat  iiia-k  wa-  not  permitted  to 
protect  (liem.  K  was  tiiou  M  incumlient 
on  the  United  S’aica  to snpprc-sllic  c-l.ilili-h- 
inent,  and  it  was  accordingly  done.  '1  he 
combination  in  I'lorida,  for  tlie  otiKvvfnl 
purpo-e- stated,  the  act- pel  pcirated  by  (hat 
coiobinatioo,  and  .atiove  all,  (he  incitement 
of  the  Indian-  to  ina--acre  our  fellow - 
citizen-,  of  every  az**,  and  of  both  sexc«, 
inei ited  a  li ke  luMlmeol.  and  received  it. 
Ill  ptir-niog  t!ie-(‘  -.ivagen  to  no  imaginary 
line  in  tiic  wood-,  it  \voui<t  U.ave  been  the 
lieig'.t  of  folly  to  htive  -nlVercd  that  line  to 
protect  (Item.  Had  i!>at  been  done,  the 
war  could  iiuvr  cea*c.  I.ven  if  tlie  terri¬ 
tory  had  been  evrln-ivtdy  that  of  Spain,  ami 
her  p.iwi  r  coosplcte’over  it,  vve  had  a  right, 
by  (hel.iw  of  n.i'io-i-  to  follow  the  cm’iiiy 
oo  it,  and  to  -nSdii**  lorn  (here.  I»ul  the 
leriitory  beloazcd.  in  .i  certain  -cn-c  at 
Ica-t,  to  (hi*  -:.v  ige  enemy  wlio  inhabited  it, 
the  power  .)f  Sp  jin  load  rea-cd  to  exi-t  over 
it,  r.pd  protei  lion  was  -oiigiil.  under  he.r 
title,  by  iho-e  who  had  coiiiniiiled  on  our 
eitizen- ho-tiliiies,  which  she  whs  bound  by 
Treaty  to  h  ive  prevented,  but  had  not  the 
power  to  prevent.  To  have  stopped  at  that 
line  would  have  given  new  enriviiragriio'iit 
to  tliese  8.ivages.  and  new  vigour  to  .lt»e 
whole  rombinalion  exi-tiog  (here,  in  lUc 
proiecutioii  of  all  its  prruiciojv  purpiikCa, 
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IniQpprfMiof  tbef«tabliihineDtat  AmHia 
Island,  no  unfrieodlinrss  was  manifrsted 
towards  Spain,  hrcau^e  the  post  was  taken 
from  a  force  which  had  wrested  it  from  her. 
The  measure,  it  was  true,  was  not  adopted 
in  concert  with  the  Spanish  (loverntnent,  or 
those  in  authority  under  it;  because,  in 
transactions  connected  with  the  w  ar  in  which 
Spain  and  her  Colonies  are  enicai'ed,  it  w'as 
thouf^ht  proper,  in  doing;  Justice  to  the 
United  States,  to  maintain  a  strict  impartia* 
lity  towards  both  the  belligerent  parties, 
without  consultinf  or  acting  in  concert  with 
cither.  It  cites  me  pleasure  to  state,  that 
the  Cioterninents  of  Buenos  Ayres  and 
ctiela,  whofe  names  were  assumed,  have  ei- 
plicit1>  disclain>ed  all  parli<  ipation  in  tho<»e 
measures,  and  even  the  knowledge  of  them, 
unlit  roniiniinicated  by  this  (iovrrnment  ; 
and  have  also  eipress^d  their  satisfaction 
that  a  course  of  proreeJinc  had  been  sup* 
pressed,  vshich,  if  justly  imputable  to  them, 
Would  dishononr  ilieir  cause. 

In  antliorizing  .Major-Generat  Jackson  lo 
enter  Florida  in  pursuit  of  the  Setninoles, 
care  was  taken  not  to  encroach  on  the  rights 
of  Spain.  1  regret  to  have  to  add,  that, 
executing  this  order,  facts  were  disclosed 
respecting  the  conduct  of  the  officers  of 
Spain  in  authority  there,  in  enrouragiug  the 
war,  fuinishing  inuniiions  of  war,  and 
other  supplies  to  carry  it  on,  and  in  other 
acts  not  less  marked,  Hiiich  evinced  their 
purtieipation  in  the  hostile  purposes  of  that 
combination,  and  Jusiified  the  confidence 
with  which  it  inspired  the  savages,  that  by 
those  officers  they  would  be  proitcled.  A 
conduct  so  if^compatible  with  the  friendly 
relations  existing  between  the  two  countries, 
particularly  with  the  positive  obligation  of 
the  5fh  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  1795,  by 
which  Spain  was  bound  to  restrain,  even  by 
force,  those  savages  from  acts  of  hostility 
against  the  United  Stales,  could  not  fail  to 
excite  surprise.  The  commanding  General 
was  convinced,  that  he  should  fail  in  his 
object  — that  he  should,  in  effect,  accomplish 
nothing,  if  he  did  not  deprive  those  savages 
of  the  resource  on  which  they  had  culcula* 
ted,  and  of  the  protection  on  which  they  had 
relied,  in  making  the  war.  As  nil  the  docu¬ 
ments  relating  to  this  occurrence  will  be 
laid  before  Cougre<»«,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
enter  into  further  detail  respecting  it. 

Although  the  reasons  w  hich  induced  Ma  jor- 
General  Jackson  to  take  these  posts  were 
duly  appreciated,  there  w  as,  nevertheless, 
no  hesitation  in  deciding  on  the  course  w  hieh 
it  became  the  Government  lo  pursue.  A% 
there  was  reason  to  believe  that  the  ('om- 
mnnders  of  these  posts  had  violated  their 
instructions,  there  was  no  disposition  to 
impute  to  their  (invernmeni  a  conduct  so 
unprovoked  and  hostile.  An  order  was  in 
eonseqnence  issued  to  the  Cieneral  in  com¬ 
mand  there,  to  deliver  the  posts  — Pensacola 
UDCondttionally.  to  anv  person  authorised 
to  receive;  and  St.  Marks,  which  is  fhe 


heart  of  the  Indian  country,  on  the  irrinj  I 
of  a  competent  force  to  defend  it  again  a 
those  savages  and  thf-ir  a>S4>ciates.  K 

In  entering  Florida  to  suppress  thiscoa.  |l 
bination,  no  idea  was  entertained  of  hoiti. 
lity  to  Spain,  and,  however  justifiable  pe 
commanding  General  was,  in  consequ^set 
of  the  ini^comluct  of  the  Spanish  Oificen, 
in  entering  St.  Marks  and  Pensaenh,  t, 
terminate  it,  by  proving  to  the  savjgrsasi 
their  associates  that  the)  should  not  be  pr^. 
lecled  even  there;  yet,  the  amicable  rela. 
lions  existing  between  the  United  Stales 
Spain  could  not  be  altered  b>  that  act  alsoe. 
By  ordering  the  restitution  of  the  puy,^ 
those  relations  were  pieserved.  To  a  efiasie 
of  them,  tlie  power  of  the  Lxetuiivr  5 
deemed  incompetent.  It  is  vested  in  Coc. 
gress  only.  By  th^s  measure,  so  promptly 
taken,  due  respect  was  shown  to  the  (o)Vfrc. 
ment  of  Spain.  The  misconduct  of  hrr 
oflieers  has  nut  been  iuipiiied  to  her.  Sde 
was  enabled  lo  review  with  candour  he: 
relations  w  ith  the  United  States, and  her  0x9 
situation,  particularly  in  respect  to  iite 
territory  in  question,  with  the  dangers  iotr. 
parable  fro.ij  it  ;  and,  regarding  the  los«n 
we  have  susluined,  for  which  iiideiniiit>  loj 
been  so  long  w  ithheld,  and  llie  iiijiiiie»  we 
have  sutlVrrd  through  that  territory,  aoi 
her  inean^  of  redress,  she  was  likewise 
enabled  lo  take,  with  honour,  the  course 
best  calculated  to  do  justice  lo  the  United 
States,  nnd  to  promote  her  own  welfare. 

Copies  of  the  instrnclioiis  to  the  Com. 
manding  General;  of  his  correspondence 
with  the  Secretary  of  War,  explaining  hit 
motives,  and  justifying  his  conduct,  withi 
copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Coun>. 
Martini,  in  the  trial  of  Arbuthnot  and 
Ambri&iie;  and  of  the  correspondence  be* 
tween  the  Secretary  of  Slate  and  the  Minit. 
ter  Plenipotentiary  of  Spain  near  this  Co* 
vernment;  and  of  the  Minister  Plenipo¬ 
tentiary  of  the  United  States  at  .Madrid, 
w  ilh  the  Government  of  Spain,  w  ill  be  laid 
before  Congress. 

The  civil  war,  which  has  so  long  prevailed 
between  Spain  nnd  the  provinces  in  Souili 
America,  still  continues  without  any  pros¬ 
pect  of  its  speedy  termination.  The  infor¬ 
mation  respecting  the  condition  of  tbore 
countries,  which  has  been  collected  by 
the  Commissioners  recently  returned  from 
Ihenee,  will  be  laid  before  Congress,  io 
copies  of  their  Reports,  with  such  other  io- 
formation  ns  has  been  received  from  other 
Agents  of  the  United  States. 

It  appears  from  these  communicatioiw, 
that  the  (Jovernment  of  Buenos  Ayres  de¬ 
clared  itself  independent  in  July,  lbl^« 
having  previou«ly  exercised  the  power  of 
an  independent  (iove rnment,  iliough  in  the 
name  of  the  King  of  Spain,  from  the  year 
Is  10:  that  the  Bauda  Oriental.  Pnlre  Rerw, 
and  Par.iguay,  with  the  city  of  Santa  Fee, 
all  of  which  are  also  independent,  are  un- 
connected  with  the  present  (vovernment  of 
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6M«nas  A>rr4  ;  that  Chill  has  drclarrd 
itself  iodfpeutl#*nl,  and  is  cNisrIj  connrcted 
with  Bufiios  Ajr»*s;  that  Wncznria  ha* 
I  jtJwi  declared  it>rlf  indt-pt'ndent,  and  now 
maintains  ilit*  conHict  hIiIi  various  surcrss; 
that  tin?  remaining  parts  of  South  Anifrirti, 
fxerpt  Monir  V  idro,  and  such  other  por¬ 
tions  of  the  eastern  bank  of  the  l.a  Platans 
!  are  held  by  Portn^al,  are  still  in  the  pos- 
I  Kssion  of  Spain,  or  in  u  eeriaiii  degree  iiii- 
\  der  her  influence. 

By  a  ciictilnr  note  addre««ed  by  tbe  Mini«- 
ters  of  Spain  to  the  Allied  Potvers  uith 
whom  they  are  respectively  accredited,  it 
appears  that  the  Allies  have  niulerlaken  to 
nediaie  hetween  Spain  and  the  South  Ame¬ 
rican  Provinces,  and  that  the  manner  and 
rilent  of  their  interpu-itioii  would  be  set¬ 
tled  by  a  Congress,  which  was  to  have  met 
at  Aii  la-C’hapelle  in  September  last.  From 
the  general  policy  and  course  of  proceeding 
obaerved  by  the  Allied  Powers  in  regard  to 
(bis contest,  it  is  inferred  that  they  will  con¬ 
fine  (heir  interposition  to  the  e.sipiession  of 
their  sentiments  ;  abstaining  from  (lie  appli¬ 
cation  of  force.  I  slate  (his  impression, 
that  force  will  not  he  applied,  with  the 
greater  siitisfactioii,  because  it  is  a  coiir-e 
more  consistent  with  justice,  and  likewise 
authorises  a  hope  that  the  calamities  of  war 
will  he  confined  to  the  parties  only,  ai.d 
will  he  of  shorter  dnr.itioii. 

From  the  view  taken  of  this  subject, 
foandedon  all  the  information  that  we  have 
been  able  to  obtain,  there  is  good  eause  to 
be  satisfied  with  the  course  hereitifore  pur- 
•ued  by  (he  United  States  in  regard  (n  this 
contest,  and  to  conclude  that  it  is  proper  to 
adhere  to  it,  especially  in  (lie  present  state 
of  affairs. 

I  have  great  satisfaction  in  stating,  that 
•ur  rel.itions  with  I'r.inee,  l{ii‘>'«ia,  and  other 
Powers,  cuntiiiiie  rai  the  most  friendly 
basis. 

Ill  our  dome-tie  concerns  we  have  ample 
racsc  of  satisfaction.  The  receipts  into  the 
Treasury,  during  the  three  first  qn.iiters  of 
the  year,  have  exceeded  1  7,000, OUO  of  dol¬ 
lars. 

After  sati-fying  all  the  demands  which 
have  been  made  under  existing  appropri¬ 
ations,  ineludiiig  the  final  extinction  of  the 
old  six  per  cent,  stock,  and  llie  redemption 
of  a  moiety  of  (he  Loui-iana  debt,  it  is 
fvtinialed  that  (here  will  remain  in  the 
Treasury,  on  the  Isf  of  .laiiiinry  next,  more 
than  IviCO.tKK)  of  dc’l  .1-. 

It  is  ascertained,  that  the  cross  rrvrune 
whicii  ha*  aerrued  from  the  t'ufcioms  dnriog 
file  same  period,  nniouiits  to  ”21  ,fi(’0,C'(;0  of 
dollars,  and  that  the  revenue  ot  ilir  whole 
ye.ir  way  be  estimated  nt  not  less  limn 
i6,('00,0(i0.  Tile  sale  of  the  public  lands 
during  the  year  has  al-o  greatly  exceeded, 
both  in  quantity  and  pi  ice.  Itmt  of  any 
former  year;  and  there  is  Jn*t  reason  to 
expect  a  progressive  impiovtmcnl  in  that 
•ource  of  revenue. 


It  is  gratifying  to  know,  that,  although 
the  annual  expr'iiditure  has  brru  iiicrea»4*d 
by  the  Act  of  the  la-l  Session  of  Congress, 
providing  for  revolutionary  pension-,  to 
an  amount  about  equal  to  the  proceeds  of 
the  internal  dulie-,  which  weie  then  re¬ 
pealed,  the  revenue  for  the  riisuiiig  year 
will  be  proportionahly  augmented;  nnd 
that,  whil-tihe  public  expenditure  will  pro- 
bahly  remain  stationary,  each  successive 
year  will  add  to  the  national  resources,  by 
the  ordinary  increase  of  our  population, 
and  by  the  gradual  developement  of  our 
latent  sources  of  natiunal  prosperity. 

The  strict  execution  of  the  Revenue 
[.aws,  resulting  principally  from  the  salu¬ 
tary  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  VOlh  of 
April  last,  amending  (lie  several  colleclinii 
laws,  hai,  it  it  presumed,  secured  (u  domes¬ 
tic  manufactories  all  the  relief  that  can  be 
derived  from  the  duties  which  have  been 
imposed  upon  foreign  merchandize  for 
their  protection.  Under  (he  influence  of 
(his  relief,  several  branches  of  this  impor¬ 
tant  natiunal  interest  have  a*-umed  great 
activity,  and,  although  it  is  hoped  that 
other- will  gradually  revive  and  ultimately 
triump'i  over  oveiy  obstacle,  yet  the  expe¬ 
dient  v  of  graniing  further  protection  is 
submitted  ttt  y our  con-idrratioii. 

The  mea-ures  of  defence  authorized  by 
existing  laws  have  been  pursued  with  the 
zeal  and  activity  due  to  so  important  an 
ohjert,  nnd  with  all  the  despatch  practi¬ 
cable  in  so  extensive  and  great  an  under¬ 
taking.  1  he  survey  of  our  maritime  and 
inland  frontiers  has  been  continued  ;  and 
nt  (he  points  where  it  was  decided  to  erect 
fortifications,  the  work  has  been  com¬ 
menced,  and  in  some  instances  considerable 
progre-s  has  been  made.  In  compliance 
w ilh  re-oluilou-  of  the  la^t  Sessirrn,  (he 
Board  of  (  ommissioners  were  directed  to 
examine,  in  a  particular  manner,  the  parti 
of  the  coa'i  (herein  designated,  and  to  re¬ 
port  (heir  opinion  of  the  mo-t  suitable  sitei 
for  two  naval  dep«its.  I'his  work  is  in  a 
trail)  of  execution.  The  opinion  of  the 
Board  on  this  -iibjert,  with  a  plan  of  all 
the  works  nere— ary  to  a  general  system  of 
ilefeHce,  so  far  ns  it  has  been  formed,  will 
be  laid  before  Congress,  in  a  Report  from 
the  proper  Department,  a-  soon  as  it  can  be 
prepared.

I  have  the  hoiionr  to  report  for  the  ipKir- 
niaiion  of  ni«  i'.xee'.oMiey  the  taount.iini.  r-

rirs  in  the  Satifor  di«itrirt«  including  thn<e  of 
Ben  aika  and  l*atam,  have  hern  occupied 
by  detachments  from  the  first  battalion, 2fi(h 
iegiment.  That  battalion  is  now  on  it:* 
route  to  Saiigor,  accompasied  by  Mr.  .Mad* 
dock  and  Bcnaick  Iluw.* 

Comp,  SO/A  Jpril^  1818. 

(In  the  2filh  instant,  I  did  myself  the 
honour  of  reportinfi^  to  you,  by  express,  the 
•  iiree««  of  our  operations  against  the  town 
of  Muadlah,  and  in  a  duplicate  of  that  com¬ 
munication,  despatched  next  morning.  I  had 
(lie  furiher  satisfaction  of  announcing  the 
unconditional  surrender  of  the  fort,  and  of 
the  troops  that  garri-oned  it. 

1  now  proceed  to  lay,  through  you,  before 
his  I’.xcellencv  the  Most  Noble  the  C«>in- 
mandcr-in-C'hief,  a  detail  of  the  particulars 
«»f  those  operations. 

'I'he  materials  for  the  batteries  were  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  V5ih,  not  wiihittaoding  the  im< 
mense  ntimbers  of  gabions,  fascines,  &c. 
that  were  required  on  nccniint  of  the  many 
batteries  to  he  erected,  and  of  the  heavy 
calibre  of  sonte  of  the  enemy's  gnn«.  that 
bore  on  our  intended  points  of  attack. 

On  the  night  of  the  ‘i5th,  the  whole  of  the 
pioneers  .iud  miners,  aided  by  almost  every 
Sepoy  that  rein.iined  in  the  lines,  were  em¬ 
ployed  on  the  important  work  of  erecting 
the  batteries,  which,  highly  to  their  credit, 
were  all  finished,  and  the  guns  on  their  plat¬ 
forms  before  day-break.  The  enemy  fired 
much,  but  fortunately  the  material  part  of 
the  work  was  finished  during  the  darkness 
of  the  night,  and  only  one  casualty  hap¬ 
pened. 

1  feel  myself  called  upon  in  this  part  of 
my  report,  to  notice  in  the  strongest  terms 
of  npplau-e,  the  meritorious  conduct  of  the 
officers  of  the  engineer  department;  viz. 
Captain  Tirkell,  I/ieuteiiants  IVcket  and 
Cheape,  linsigns  Colvin  and  Irvine,  and 
Cadet  Warlow  ;  their  high  spirit  of  devo¬ 
tion  to  the  service,  their  indefatigable  ex^’r- 
tioiH,  which  only  ceased  with  the  fall  of  the 
garrison,  their  daring  reconnois«ances  in  all 
quarters  to  obtain  local  knowledge  of  a 
place  of  extremely  diffirnll  approaih, 
watched  with  too  much  unceasing  jealousy 
by  the  defender?,  the  scientific  positions 
they  seb  cled,  and  the  able  manner  in  which 
they  erected  their  batteries  ihereon,  ronspi- 
ciioiisly  marked  the  meritorious  conduct  of 
the  officers  whose  names  I  h  ave  here  consi¬ 
dered  it  my  duty  to  bi  ing  to  the  know  ledge 
of  the  Most  Noble  the  Comm.ander  in-rhief, 

As  soon  as  day-light  sufficiently  broke, 
our  batteries  opened,  and  were  instantane¬ 
ously  answered  by  a  spirited  fire  from  the 
whole  of  the  enemy's  \%orks.  Our  guns  w  ere 
served  with  a  vivacity,  and  laid  with  a  pre¬ 
cision  worthy  of  the  srienlifie  character 
which  the  Bengal  artillery  has  always  main-

tained,  and  the  progress  wa*  very  encourv 
ging.  .'M  two  o’clock  P. M.  it  was  intiw^ 
ted  tome  bv  Lieutenant  Picker-gill,  Depuf^ 
Assistant  Quarter  Master  (ieueral,  that  he lui 
personally  examined  the  breach,  and  he  gate 
such  a  favourable  description  thereof,  fro^ 
his  owo  observations  made  on  the  spot,  ibjt 
in  the  ho|>e  a  couple  of  Innirs  more  batterinj 
would  render  it  practicable,  I  got  th« 
division  underarms,  and  proceeded  with  it 
directly  across  the  river,  at  the  same  tine 
announcing  the  arrangements  1  wished  to 
adopt  for  storming  the  enemy’s  works. 

It  is btit  justice  to  Lieutenant  Picker>;glH, 
to  mention  the  above  circumstance,  wliitb 
led  to  the  resolution  1  adopted  of  crossing 
the  river  at  once;  while  the  breach  could 
not  be  called  practicable,  that  uncoinmonljf 
zealous  officer,  conceiving  the  ptivverful 
elVect  which  the  enfilading  battery  had  moit 
likely  produced,  went  with  his  hircarra'u, 
and  by  their  assistance,  with  the  utmost  in¬ 
trepidity,  mounting  to  the  top  of  the  breach, 
made  his  observations,  nnd  then  came  ovrr 
to  iny  camp  w  ith  the  intelligence  he  had  thus 
obtained. 

The  troops  arrived  in  the  rear  of  the  in- 
vesting  post  at  a  quarter  past  three,  P.M. 
but  were  halted  by  my  orders,  about  l.‘2t)0 
yards  in  the  rear  of  it.  They  consisted  of 
a  storming,  nnd  a  supporting  column,  the 
former  composed  of  four  companies,  2d 
baitiilion,  1st  native  infantry,  under  Major 
Midwinter,  eight  companies  battalion, 
I8lh  native  infantry,  under  Major  Thomns, 
and  three  companies  1st  battalion,  Uih 
native  infantry,  under  liienlenant  Lewis; 
the  whole  under  the  command  of  Brigadier 
Dewar.  The  latter  was  formed  of  five  com¬ 
panies  of  the  2d  hattalion,  (Sth  native  infan¬ 
try,  under  Major  Manley,  nnd  eight  compa¬ 
nies  of  the  2d  battalion,  28(li  native  infantry, 
under  Captain  Wrotlesley,  the  whole  under 
Brigadier  Price. 

Both  columns  were  placed  under  the  di¬ 
rection  and  orders  of  Brigadier-Ceneral 
Watson,  C.B. 

The  rest  of  the  infantry  continued  in  their 
posts  of  investment,  and  two  companies 
were  sent  to  protect  the  park  and  stores 
remaining  on  the  other  side. 

In  (his  disposition  1  halted,  until  about 
half-past  five,  when  to  the  satisfaction  of 
(he  eager  troops,  (.'aptnin  Tickell,  Field 
I'higineer,  who,  with  some  of  his  offiren, 
had  examined  the  breach  pcrsnuallVy  gave 
the  preconceited  signal,  that  the  troops 
might  advance.  Brigadier-CIeneral  Watson, 
most  judifinn^ly  concluding  that  no  time 
w  as  to  be  lost,  moved  forward  at  once  to 
the  assault,  with  some  pioneers,  and  a  party 
of  fifty  or  sixty  men  of  the  Isf  battalion, 
Hth  native  infantry,  under  Lieuls.  Lewis 
and  Aitchison,  followed  closely  by  Chaplain 
I)’  Aguilar  of  the  LSlh,  with  three  companies 
<»f  that  corps,  nu  t  what  remained  of  il.e 
detachment  of  the  1st  hattalion,  I4(h  native 
infantry  ;  the  nuin  body  coining  up  iu 
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4(iubl^  quick  tinfK^,  joined  the  iiMnil ants 
without  loss  of  time.  The  breach,  from 
brine  iinofcmru'd  hv  the  enemy,  wn«  in- 
Manilv  inount?d  aixt  carrluJ,  our  (roops 
pi'lhne  nlonfi;  the  ramparts,  and  up  the  prin¬ 
cipal  sirccis  »»f  the  town,  ilri\ine  before 
fbem  the  enemy,  who  now  endeavoured, 
when  too  late,  to  maintain  thein«elve»,  and 
mtfrred  very  severely  in  iheir  reireai 
towards  the  fort ;  the  town  was  soon  in  our 
posses'ion,  with  scHrcrIy  any  bw. ;  such  of 
the  fugitivt's  as  attempted  to  escape  to  the 
fort,  found  the  gate  shut  against  tiiem,  and 
fell  in  heaps  under  the  destructive  fire  whicli 
now  poured  upon  them  from  (.'apt.  Blaek’# 
hnttrrv.  Alinund  Sing,  Commandant,  an 
old  officer  of  the  llajah  of  1J«  rar,  ami  the 
mo't  violent  instigator  of  the  resistanee  we 
experienced,  was  said  to  he  am(»ng  the  slain 
(It  this  spot.  Ahont250of  the  fugitive?  had 
rollected  in  the  corner  farthest  from  the 
breach;  these  on  the  approach  of  our  troops 
along  the  ramparts,  made  some  resi-iance ; 
bnl  at  length  adopted  the  fntt'il  resobitjon, 
of  rushing  outside  throtigh  a  small  gateway; 
they  were  observed  by  the  investing  parti«*s, 
under  Major  Cummiog  and  (lapl.  Sterling, 
of  the  7th  cavalry  — these  olhiers  instMiiily 
moved  forward,  and  after  chasing  them  from 
one  qrutrier  to  another,  drove  them  a*  b*ogih 
into  the  Nerbtiddah,  w  here  they  all  peri'>he«l, 
but  ahoot  bfly  taken  piisoner*,  many  of 
them  badly  w  tmoded.  I'he  enemy  loO't  l«ave 
lost  live  hundred  men  in  the  iissault  and  occu* 
patlon  of  the  toss  n. 

As  soon  .as  the  town  became  ours,  the 
troops  were  pushed  forsvard  as  near  as  pos¬ 
sible  to  the  lort,  .and  esiahiished  themselves. 

At  midnight  Captain  Black’s  advanced 
posts  observed  a  small  bout  cros-ing  the 
river  with  four  per-on-J,  ami  by  good  man¬ 
agement  contrived  to  sei/.e  th*-oi  os  they 
landed.  They  svere  conducted  to  ('aptatn 
Black,  and  one  of  llo’m  presed  to  b«*  Saheb 
Hoy  lloozaree,  Kllladar  of  Mondlah,  sslio, 
00  being  di>covrn*d,  declared  he  had  come 
over  to  treat  for  tluMtncondilioniil  sui  render 
of  the  garrison.  He  was  of  course  detained, 
and  sent  over  next  morning. 

At  day-break  of  the  27th,  the  gnrri-on, 
who  had  so  completely  lost  courage  fh.al 
they  had  not  dared  to  fire  a  single  shot  during 
the  night,  catne  out  tinarmed,  beaded  by 
Nnthoo  Bam  Hoozarec,  and  quietly  surren¬ 
dered  themselves  prisoneis,  to  ilie  amount  of 
loot),  or  1200  person'^,  beiide*.  }  or  500  who 
were  not  of  a  military  character. 

Thus  closed  a  series  of  operations  in  which 
rot  a  single  mischanre  oreorred  to  di^np- 
poini  tlie  expectations  we  had  binned.  'I  he 
enemy  has  been  severely  puiii^lied  tor  lbs 
temerity  in  opposing  Ihe  British  arms,  w  bile 
on  our  side  not  an  oftirer  li.as  been  louchetl, 
And  our  loss  is  ronfiiied  to  three  killed  and 
fourleeii  wounded. 

Having  established  a  proper  garrison  for 
the  place,  one  of  my  br*!  proceedings  was 
to  btiog  baheb  Koy  and  Muthoo  Barn  to  a 


speedy  trial  before  a  Xatlre  Cenernl  driim- 
heatl  Court-martial,  on  charges  of  rehrllb  n 
and  treachery,  deilueible  from  their  resist¬ 
ance  to  file  ordcr-i  »if  the  Nagpore  (Jovcrii- 
ment,and  their  attack  on  Major  O'lbirn: 
the  re’^ult  has  tieen  acquittal  ;*  and  they 
have  tieeo  sent  over  to  Mr.  Malooy,  Coui- 
mixsioner  of  the  di-trirl,  with  Ihe  others, 
against  wiioin  nothing  iraii-pired  to  induce 
me  to  bring  them  before  the  above  tribu¬ 
nal. 

To  the  foregoing  detail?  I  have  only  to 
submit  the  follow  ing  doriimriils,  hoping  that 
the  meritorious  coiidart  of  the  division  will 
he  viewed  with  tipprohation  by  his  I'xcrl- 
lenev  the  Most  iNobIr  the  Coinnianrier-in- 
f  hief.

The  troops  with  wliicli  Bajee  Row  had 
crossed  the  Taply  were  completely  sur¬ 
rounded.  He  fourd  pro<;ress  towards 
Ciwalior  impracticable,  retreat  as  much  >.o, 
nnd  opposition  to  the  British  force  altoge¬ 
ther  hopeless  ;  so  that  any  terms  granted  to 
him  undef  such  circumstances  were  purely 
y^ratuitoiis.  and  only  referable  In  that  huma¬ 
nity  which  it  was  felt  >onr  Honourable 
('oiirt  would  be  liesirous  should  be  slntw  ti  to 
an  exhausted  foe. 

The  ability  with  uliirh  Br jj;adier-neneral 
Sir  John  Malcolm  tii&t  secured  the  pas-es  of 
the  hills,  nnd  then  advaticed  to  conhne  Bajee 
Kow  in  front,  while  Brii^adier-Ciiencral 
Doveton  closed  upon  him  from  the  rear, 
will  not  fail  to  be  applaudeil  by  your 
Honourable  Coui I  ;  tior  will  you  less  esti¬ 
mate  the  moderation  with  which  Sir  John 
Malcolm  held  forth  tissurance  of  liheial  and 
decorous  treatment,  even  to  an  etieiny  stained 
with  profligate  treachery,  when  that  enemy 
could  no  longer  make  ri’sistance. 

Bajee  Row  is  to  reoide  as  a  private  indi¬ 
vidual  in  some  city  within  your  ancient  pns- 
lessions,  probably  B«‘tiares,  enjoving  an 
allowance  suited  to  a  person  of  high  birth, 
but  without  other  pretensions.

1  told  the  Dewau 
ihfit  tlie  ordiT  must  be  for  the  surrender  of 
the  w  hole  district  w  ithout  any  reservation, 
nnd  that  it  must  be  brought  to  me  before 
iny  arrival  at  Nepawiiie.  He  met  me  on 
the  inarch  yesterday  morning  with  his  order, 
hut  ns  it  reserved  (he  Knam  villages,  it  wr.i 
returned  to  him,  and  he  soon  after  came 
back  with  another  order  of  unconditional 
surrender.

I  hate  now  the  honour  of  forwarding  a 
return  of  killed  and  wounded,  from  the  18th 
lulhe^^ih  of  last  month. 

On  the  ‘i8th  the  breach  in  the  curtain  of 
the  Fort  of  Mallieaiim  was  reported  and 
appeared  practicable,  and  the  senior  en¬ 
gineer,  Knsi;;n  Nattes,  recommended  storm* 
in{  next  morning. 

I  made  my  arrangements  for  three  si  mill - 
isneoiis  attacks;  two  on  the  outworks  and 
Petitih  on  the  opposite  side,  eoinm  inded  by 
Li‘*nt. -Colonel  Stewart  and  Major  Machean, 
and  the  third  and  principal  one  on  the  road 
leading  to  the  breach,  under  Major  Clreeii- 
hill,  who  had  joined  me  witli  the  ^d  baft, 
nth,  orC.  L.  I.  on  the  evening  of  thel27th. 
Thii  attack  consisted  of  11)0  Europeans  and 
.V)0  Sepovs,  of  dilTi’rent  corps,  iiio<«(l y  of  the 
2d  battalion  of  tiie  17th.  and  headed  by 
F.inign  N'aites,  sappers  and  miners,  ladders, 
Ac.  every  man  carrying  two  bags  filled  with 
wet  grass,  laisign  Nattes  lutnself  setting  the 
example.  TIi**  rnad  leading  to  t!ie  breach  of 
the  outworks  is  il  inked  by  towers  and  loop- 
boles;  however,  oiir  men  moved  on  gallantly 
until  Knsigo  Xatles  got  to  the  top  of  the 
breach,  when  he  called  ont  “  impractica¬ 
ble,”  and  immediately  received  five  balls  in 
dilferent  parts  of  his  body.  Major  (ireen- 
hill  had  fallen  n  little  behind,  in  consequence 
of  a  wonnd  in  the  heel  ;  but  Captain  Ken¬ 
nedy  led  on  the  advance,  and  was  mortally 
wounded,  close  to  where  poor  Nattes  fell. 
All  this  time,  the  fire  from  the  towers  and 
loop  holes  was  kept  pretty  well  under  by 
our  shot,  shells,  and  niiii^kefry,  from  the 
reserve.  I  was  obliged,  Inrwever,  to  sound 
the  recall,  and  onr  brave  troops  returned 
more  convinced  of  tlieir  superiority  over 
Arabs  than  when  they  advanced. 
Captain  Kennedy  and  Fnsign  Nattes,  with 
most  of  the  woundi'd  men,  were  bronglit 
back;  but  Lient.  Wilkinson,  of  the  serond 
halt,  of  the  Iflth  regiment,  and  five  men 
who  were  killed,  remai'ned  in  the  bed  of 
the  river,  and  on  the  top  of  the  breach, 
until  do'dies  were  sent,  and  the  Arabs  per¬ 
mitted  them  to  he  brought  in.  Had  it  been 
poMible  for  one  men  to  have  got  to  the 
bottom  of  the  breach  of  the  fort,  I  have  no 
doubt  we  should  have  rarrie.l  the  place  ; 
but  there  WHS  no  road,  the  enemy  li.aving 
rut  away  from  the  inside  of  the  breach  of 
•he  outwork  three  times  the  depth  of  our 
•caling  ladder*. 

Ai  the  attention  of  most  of  the  enemy 
Was  drawn  to  this  attack,  the  (own  of  Mal- 
lifauin  was  easily  occupied,  and  I  have 
nnw  turned  the  siege  into  a  blockade,  until 
•*»e  battering  gjns  and  stores  arrive  from 
Ahrneilnii<;giir.  Our  approaches  on  the 
Pettah  side  are  now  withiii  20  paces  of  the 
s  outworks,  and  mines  may  be  easily 
•irried  on  which  the  river  on  the  other  side 


prevented.  The  fort  and  out-works  of 
Malligaum  ore  uncommonly  well  built, 
and,  withont  mining,  it  will  be  impossibk 
to  fill  up  tfie  diflVrent  ditches.  I  lomenC 
the  loss  of  so  many  gallant  oflUcers  and  men 
since  1  came  before  this  place;  biH  it  if 
with  much  pleasure  I  report  to  his  Kxcel« 
lency,  that  every  man  was  cool  and  deter¬ 
mined,  and  never  flinched  until  the  recall 
was  sounded.

History  informs  u«,  that  in  1171.  the  Hepiih* 
lie  being  hard  pre»>ed  by  war,  levied  a 
forced  coalrihulioii  on  ilie  richest  of  its 
clti/.ens,  giving  them  llie  cngagenieni  of  a 
perprtiinl  nnnnitv  of  4  per  cent.  'I’lie  len¬ 
ders  est.thlUhed  a  hiireaii  or  olfice,  for  the 
receipt  nnd  rcpariiiiun  of  this  iolerrst. 

Thi^  chamber  became  the  Hank  of  V'e- 
nlre;  but  at  what  period,  or  on  what  other 
bA*ls  RFC  ignorant.  In  the  defect  of 
kUioiic  evidence,  let  ns  endeavour  Instate 
what  m  ly  be  reasonably  conjectured  of  the 
mailer. 

As  the  interrit  of  this  loan  w.as  always 
paid  punctually,  every  registered  claim  in 
the  hooks  of  this  ollire  might  be  considered 
aprolur  Ive  capital;  nnd  ilie^e  d.iims,  or 
the  right  of  receiving  this  annuity,  was  pro* 
bubly  ofieo  Iraiiiferrcd  by  demise  nr  ces- 
iioo  from  one  lo  another. 

This  praciire  would  soon  lend  lo  other 
transfers  and  dep<i»ii!i,  and  ns  soon  ui  this 
simple  and  facile  method  was  experienced, 
aod  the  ndvaniRges  felt,  whith  commerce 
could  derive  from  such  a  manner  of  nc* 
,  couat,  Ike  credit  and  circuiatiun  of  bnnki 
mm  itielr  mn  disco?rred.

Its  first  c.'ipiial  was  fonmdof  Spiinih 
diirnts,  nr  diic.ilonn<<,  .a  silver  coin  whiih 
Spain  had  siinck  in  the  war  with  llolhnid, 
to  supjiorl  it,  and  which  ihe  tide  of  cant- 
inerce  had  caused  lo  oveiflow  in  the  very 
country  which  it  was  funned  to  ovrr- 
throw  ! 

'Mie  Rank  soon  accepted  the  coins  of  all 
coiiiilrirs,  worn  nr  fresh,  at  their  ioirnoic 
value,  and  made  its  own  Rank  money  pay* 
able  in  good  coin  of  the  ronniry,  of  full 
Weight,  taking  a  *•  hrnsMige  '  for  this  ex* 
change,  and  giving  a  credit  on  its  boolr*, 
called  •*  Rank  money.” 

'this  Rank  profes-ed  not  to  lend  out  aoy 
part  nf  the  specie  deposited  w  ilii  it,  bid  to 
keep  in  its  cnfiVr.s  all  that  was  inscribed  ou 
its  books.  In  1672,  when  Louis  XlV. 
penetrated  to  Utreciil,  nimosi  all  who  had 
accounts  demanded  their  deposits  nt  oiiff, 
and  they  s\ere  delivered  to  them  so  readily 
that  no  suspicion  roulrl  he  left  of  the  fidr* 
lily  of  the  'adioinisirntiou  of  this  Bank.

The  t'ood  people  of  Holland  helievccl, 
linn  nriit  le  of  their  ereed.  ihai  every  tlorio 
which  cireulaled  ns  li.iok  money,  had  its 
meiMilic  coosiilneiil  in  (he  treasury  of  the 
Dank,  sealed  up  and  secured  hy  oaths, 
Irunesty,  and  policy. 

This  blind  rmitidenre  was  dissiptnled  in 
Drceinber,  1790,  hy  adeciaraiion  that  tlie 
Ihink  would  reU'iin  10/.  per  cent  of  all  de- 
pnsid,  nnd  uonlil  reiuin  none  of  u  less 
amount  than2.50U  florins. 

Kveii  this  was  submitted  to  and  forgiven  : 
four  years  afterwards,  on  the  invasion  of 
the  French,  this  IFink  was  ohligerl  to  de- 
'flare  that  it  had  advanced  to  the  Slates, 
•imI  the  ]^a<'t  India  Company,  more  than 
')0,.o0U,000  florins,  which  sum  they  were 
>deticient  to  tlieirdi  posilors;  to  whom,  how* 
'rvcr,  they  cmild  assign  these  claims  to  he 
liquidated  at  some  future  lime. 

This  was  a  meiullic  bankruptcy:  Bank 
sMoney  ivhicb  bore  an  agio  of  6  per  cent, 
tell  to  It)  per  cent,  helow  current  money. 

'I  his  epoch  marked  the  decay  of  this  in^ 
Itilulion,  wliicli  ha<l  so  long  enjoyed  an 
tiilimited  credit,  nnd  had  rendered  the 
greatest  services  to  the  country.  The 
amount  of  the  treasure  of  this  IFmk.  in 
1755,  has  been  e.oli mated  a8bigiias‘l3,(j(M).000 
nf  florins:  hut  vulgar  npiniuii  has  carried 
this  r»timalc  inucb  higher. 

THE  BANK  OP  HAMBIJnCII. 

•  The  Bank  of  llamhnrgh  was  established 
in  IGI9,  on  the  model  of  that  of  Ainsierd.ain ; 
ill  funds  were  formed  of  (icrin.’in  crow  ns 
called  specie  dollars.  From  1759  to  1769 
dm  Kaiik  piitTerrd  iniicli  from  the  ba«c 
money  with  which  Germany  was  inundated 
after  the  7  years*  war,  and  was  reduced  to 
•iiiit  up.  Ill  1770  it  WHS  arranged  that  this 
Hank  vhould  receive  tiiitlion  as  well  as  coin  ; 
and  it  soon  ceased  altogether  to  keep  an 
account  in  coins.  This  Bank  now  receives 
•pecie  in  ingots  or  foreign  coins,  as  hiillion 
only,  which  renders  the  money  or  paper  of 
this  Bank  the  least  variable  standard  of  any 
In  Kurnpe.  Its  standard  is  47  of  pure 
laeial,  I  of  alloy.  'I'hose  who  deposit  pay 
IcMthnn  one  half  jrer  cent,  for  (he  scrtirily, 
and  one  to  one  and  a  half  |rer  cent,  for  re* 
fining;  when  tiiey  re-demand  (heir  deposit

This  Bank  also  lends  its  money  on  (he  de¬ 
posit  of  >p>in«o|i  ditllurs,  hy  ffiving  its 
receipls  payalile  (o  bearer  (  Ihe  ctiarge  for 
lliit  hrct)uiiiM»daiiun  isiMily  Sv.4d.prr  monih, 
or  ‘.J  per  per  annum.  'I'lie  loans  are 

limited  to  three  inoaiho,  when  Ihe  deposit 
ir  retired,  or  the  loan  renew erl. 

'I’his  praciiee  seems  to  deserve  imitniina 
here;  the  want  of  socii  an  arcotnmodalioo 
with  iiH,  preripiiaies  the  esponation  of 
bnllioii,  or  forces  it  into  Ihe  haiidv  ol  oar 
B.iak,  and  tends  to  make  this  inc  worst 
market  uf  the  world  for  the  precious

The  inostaneieni  now  existing,  was  founded 
on  shares  deposiledt  and  was  independent 
of  the  (iaverniiieat ;  hut  soon,  (u  secure  its 
privileges,  all  its  funds  were  placed  on  (li# 
security  uf  the  revenues  of  (lie  hia'e:  hy 
this  means  its  credit  was  sapped  and  shaken, 
till  a  fatal  blow  was  given  lo  it  hy  (he 
inva»ion  of  the  Auotiiaus,  in  1746;  from 
this  II  WHS  again  raiHrtI  up,  hut  recovered 
very  stow  ly. 

'i  his  invention  of  Ihe  (Jenoese  fonnd  ini- 
tnlors  Ihroughout  all  Italy.  All  had  their 
Banks  of  circulation,  that  is,  a  paper* 
money  :  Naples  had  seven  Banks. 

THE  BANK  OP  VIENNA, 

Was  founded  liy  Maria  Theresa,  in  Ihe 
seven  ye.Trs*  war.  The  Km  press  issued  sim¬ 
ple  “  hills  of  credit,*’  for  12,090,000  of 
tlorins,  ordering  a  proportion  of  the  taxes 
to  he  receivable  in  this  paper  only;  this 
regulation  gave  Itirin  a  value  higher  (ban 
the  nielallic  currency.  'Mic  pruvlnrinl 
ireasurirs  (ound  (his  paper  very  ronvcairnt, 
as  it  avoided  perpetnal  transport  of  specie 
In  and  from  the  capital.  But  (iieve  opera¬ 
tions  were  repraled  loo  often,  and  carried 
so  far,  (hat  nil  metallic  money  disappeared, 
and  was  exported  or  hidden. 

Al  last,  in  1797,  (a  ciirioni  coincidence) 
the  Bank  could  pay  it*  notes  no  longer,  nnd 
was  freed  from  the  ohligalion  to  discharge 
them  in  mriallic  money,  and  all  were 
obliged  by  law  lo  receive  them  as  Current 
money:  they  now  ceasrd  lo  lie  n  paper  nr 
Bank-bills  of  credit,  and  became  a  forced 
state  p:ip<T-money.
